July  26.— The  Dank  of 
Montreal  business  summary  for 
July  doea  not  bear  out  Premier

On  trade,  the  summary  says: 

•  The  decline  of  external  trade  has 
not  yet  been  arrested  toUl  foreign 
commerce  of  Canada  in  June  hav- 
ing fallen  to  4172,304  000  trotp 
S22M4 1.000  In  the  corresponding 
month  last  year,  a  drop  of  24  per 
cent.  Lower  prices  account  for  some 
of  the  decline.  But  leasened  quan- 
tity, both  Inward  and  outward,  has 
contributed  to  the  loss. 

"In  the  first  quarter  of  the  cur- 
rent fiscal  year  the  aggregate  for- 
sjgn  poUUPSTCg  of  Canada  has 
diminished  1148941.000.  Imports 
falling  470.3*7  000  and  exports  ITS  • 
574.000  and  It  Is  notable  that  In 
exports  a  decline  has  occurred  In 
every  class  of  commodity  Particu- 
larly so  is  this  the  case  with  wheat 
gad  flour,  shipments  of  which  have 
decreased  f33.0S7.000  in  the  last 
three  months,  compared  with  a  year 
ago.  while  the  value  of  exports  of 
automobile*  und  par's  has  declined 
In  the  same  period  from  $1 1.062,000 
to  14.909,000.

Says  Appropriations  Have 
Declined  Steadily  With 
Approach  of  Elections 


Premier  r*i«in.t-iUie  Ktitg'a  x  iim- 
tlonal  campaign  charge  that  the 
Tolmie  Government,  with  the  Con- 
servative Governments  of  Ontario 
and  Saskatchewan,  had  held  up 
public  works  until  the  eve  of  the 
Federal  election  In  order  to  win 
votes  for  their  Federal  friends,  was 
refuted  by  actual  figures  issued  at 
the  Legislative  Buildings  yesterday. 
Th-.e  showed  definitely  that  the 
British  Columbia  authorities  spent 
more  money  on  public  works  In  the 
first  part  of  this  season  than  they 
have  done  recently,  and  that  the 
road  appropriations  were  expended 
as  rapidly  as  possible,  so  as  to  com- 
plete works  with  a  minimum  or 
delay. 

Meanwhile.  Premier  Tolmie  re- 
pudiated Premier  King  s  allegation 
flatly. 

'  There  la  not  a  word  of  truth  In 
It."  Dr  Tolmie  said.  I  presume 
that  Mr.  King  was  mlslntormed  by 
some  or  his  local  supporters,  who 
have  spread  this  falsehood  out  In 
British  Columbia.  They  know  It  Is 
entirely  untrue,  but  I  presume  they 
told  It  to  Mr  King  as  the  truth  He 
does  not  hesitate  to  spread  the 
falseliond  broadcast  when  he  gets 
as  far  away  from  here  as  Ontario 
To  British  Columbians  who  have 
watched  the  progress  of  our  public 
works  tor  themselves,  these  stories 
are  ridiculous  and  show  how  far

•2.328.014  was  authorized;  In  June. 
11.985.964.  and  in  July.  1306.976 
Thus  as  the  election  approached  the 
governments  authorizations  de- 
clined, instead  or  increasing,  as 
Premier  Klncr.  alleged. 

This  plan  was  followed  In  the  or- 
dinary course  ot  the  department,  as 
It  has  to  start  its  work  as  early  as 
possible  to  get  it  done  before  the 
Winter.  Had  It  held  up  Its  appro- 
priations, as  charged,  large  sums 
would  have  been  available  for  au- 
thorization In  the  last  month  for 
election  purposes. 

Expenditures  on  buildings  were 
authorized  In  the  same  way.  In 
April.  $403,200  was  authorized  for 
buildlng  purposes;  In  May.  $115*323; 
In  June,  $773.706.. and  In  July,  only 
$31,894.

The  educational  facilities  provid- 
ed by  the  public  school  system  of 
British  Columbia  eould  have  no  bet- 
ter attestation  to  their  value  than 
the  acnievement  ot  amy  McDonald, 
tu  that  it  has  bee*  possible  for  a 
child  In  a  rather  remote  section  of 
the  province  to  lead  the  more 
thickly  populated  districts  and 
cities,  where  greater  opportunities 
and  possibly  more  efficient  teachers 
might  be  expected.  It  Is  a  tribute, 
also,  to  the  standard  of  teaching 
ability  required  by  the  educational 
authorities  of  the  province  and  to 
the  thoroughness  which  the  teach- 
ers, school  principals  «nd  inspectors 
carry  out  their  obligations  in  places 
like  Anyox.  where  the  schools  are 
maintained  by  the  Oranby  Bay 
School  Board. 

Anyox  is  a  mining  town,  and  has 
no  appeal  to  the  finer  instincts  ks 
fsr  «s  Its  appearance  is  concerned, 
but  Its  residents  have  always  in-

The  principal  of  the  Granby  Bay

assistants,  in  the  northern  school

NEAR  CRISIS 

Forestry  Officials  Say  Many 
Outbreaks  May  Be  Ex- 
pected This  Week 

~i  

GREAT  CAUTION  URGED 


With  Ares,  some  believed  to  be  of 
Incendiary  origin,  raging  In  many- 
parts  of  British  Columbia,  the  prov- 
ince faced  the  worst  forest  fire 
situation  of  the  year  this  week  end 
according  to  the  weekly  fire  bulletin 
of  the  provincial  forestry  service 
Altogether.  150  new  fires  broke  out 
during  the  past  wsek,  and  more  than 
this  msy  be  expected  this  week 
officials  stated. 

Incendiary  fires  had  been  started 
around  Ladysmlth  on  Vancouver 
Island  ana  in  many  districts  in  the 
north  of  the  province.  It  was  stated 
With  the  new  reward  of  $250  for 
information  leading  to  the  convic- 
tion of  guilty  persons,  efforts  to 
stamp  out  these  crimes  will  be  re- 
doubled. 

The  weekly  bulletin  shows  a  total 
of  929  fires  so  far  this  year,  com- 
pared with  887  at  this  time  a  year 
ago.  In  the  Vancouver  district, 
which  Includes  Vancouver  Island, 
there  have  been  218  fires  compared 
with  169  at  this  time  a  year  ago. 
and  conditions  were  reported  as 
"hot  and  dry  '  In  the  Prince 
George  and  Prince  Rupert  districts 
conditions  were  reported.  "Showers; 
cooler,  but  stUl  hazardous  "  Heavy 
showers  were  reported  from  the 
Cariboo,  while  Kamloops  reported 
"cool  and  cloudy."  The  Southern 
Interior  was  "dry  and  hazardous." 

"Hazardous  conditions  prevail  in 
the  province  generally,  with  some 
relief  In  the  way  of  showers  in 
Cariboo  and  the  Northern  interior." 
the  report  stated.  "Based  on  pre- 
vious years  records,  the  ensuing  week 
may  be  expected  to  be  the  critical 
period  of  the  season.  The  public  is 
requested  to  exerctse  every  care  ui 
the  use  of  fire."

In  the  main  such  fiscal 
policies  as  stand  in  the  forefront  of  the  Conserva- 
tive platform  are  of  a  character  which  should 
definitely  put  a  stop  to  the  exodus  of  our  people 
to  the  United  8tates  by  Insuring  that  ample  work 
for  all  will  be  available  at  home. 

Mr.  R  B  Bennett  has  carried  on  a  magnifi- 
cent campaign.

TOMORROW'S  VOTE 


Tomorrow's,  decision  of  the  electors  of  Canada 
will  aet  the  fiscal  course  of  the  country  for  the 
next  five  years.  In  view  of  the  depression  that 
exists,  the  unemployment  that  constitutes  a 
problem  In  every  community  and  the  manner 
in  which  our  natural  resources  are  being  ex- 
ploited for  the  benefit  of  others  than  ourselves, 
the  decision  to  be  rendered  by  the  people  ls  one 
of  momentous  consequences.  The  present  de- 
pression, with  Its  unemployment  corollary,  has 
been  brought  about  by  lack  of  vision  In  our 
present  Government  at  Ottawa.  The  blame  rests 
with  Mr.  Mackenzie  King  and  his  Ministers  be- 
cause they  failed  to  Insure  that  a  young  country 
with  unrivalled  natural  resources  should  be  so 
nurtured  by  a  policy  of  Protection  that  economic 
conditions  here  would  be  stabilized  and  remain 
comparatively  unaffected  by  the  Inevitable  re- 
sults of  orgies  of  extravagance  in  the  United 
States. 

It  la  not  so  much  the  existing  depression  that 
Is  the  greatest  Indictment  against  the  Liberal 
Administration.  It  is  that  Its  policies,  fostered 
by  a  false  conception  of  the  destiny  of  Canada, 
should  have  had  a  cumulative  effect  In  leading 
up  to  the  conditions  of  which  the  whole  country 
1*  now  complaining.

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A  DUTY  AND  A  RESPONSIBILITY 


The  solemn  duty  or  tomorrow  is  for  every  man 
and  woman  to  take  an  Interest  In  the  future  of 
the  Dominion.  One  way  in  which  they  are  privi- 
leged to  do  this  is  by  going  to  the  poll\  and  re- 
cording their,  preference  for  the  course  or 
policies  that  should  be  pursued  in  the  Interests 
of  the  country's  progress.  It  Is  a  small  thing  to 
ask  all  those  whose  names  have  been  registered 
on  the  voters'  list  to  rouse  themselves  and  cast 
their  votes.  It  ls  but  a  few  minutes'  work,  yet. 
In  the  aggregate,  it  has  bearings  of  far  reaching 
consequences. 

One  point  should  be  borne  In  mind.  Owing  to 
the  character  of  the  voters'  list  and  the  hurried 
manner  in  which  it  was  prepared  under  the  neV 
Dominion  Elections  Act,  it  Is  possible  that  other 
than  British  citizens  have  been  registered.  Un- 
less they  have  such  citizenship  and  a  twelve 
months'  residence  in  the  Dominion  they  arc  not 
entitled  to  vote,  even  though  their  names  be  on 
the  list.  It  should  rJb  the  duty  or  deputy  return- 
ing officers  at  each  of  the  polling  divisions  to 
see  that  only  those  vote  who  fulfil  the  require- 
ments of  citizenship  and  residence. 

We  say  to  all  Victorians  qualified  that  they 
should  go  to  the  polls  tomorrow  and  register  their 
decision  on  the  exceedingly  important  issues  or 
the  time.  Thai  decision  Is  one  for  their  own 
private  Judgment.  It  Is  a  matter  of  public  mo- 
ment, however,  that  there  should  be  a  large  vote, 
that  It  should  give  a  clear  expression  of  the 
people's  will,  and  that  out  of  It  a  mandate  should 
be  forthcoming  that  will  enable  the  future  Gov- 
ernment to  proceed  with  Its  work  strongly  rein- 
forced by  the  sanction  or  public  opinion.  These 
considerations  Indicate  a  duty  and  a  responsi- 
bility. The  larger  the  vote  here,  as  elsewhere, 
the  better  the  Government  Canada  Is  likely  to 
have  during  the  ensuing  five  years.  Let  no  one 
artcr  tomorrow  be  able  to  reproach  himself-  or 
herself  for  falling  to  "do  their  bit"  for  the  bet- 
terment of  conditions  in  the  Dominion. 

WORK  FOR  I  NEMPJLOYED 

A  Minister  of*>the  Mackenzie  King  Govern- 
ment has  been  telling  the  electors  that  a  special 
session  of  the  parliament,  ouch  as  Mr  R  B.  Ben- 
nett proposes  for  the  purpose  of  providing  un- 
employment legislation,  will  cost  'the  people  of 
Canada  $2,000,600.  The  Liberals  are  reckless  Jn 
utterance  when  a  statement  of  this  character  ls 
made  by  a  member  of  the  Government.  It  Is 
coupled  with  a  pious  expression  of  opinion  that 
it  would  be  better  to  give  the  $2,000,000  to  the 
unemployed  than  hold  such  a  session. 

A  special  session  of  Parliament  would  not  cost 
a  tithe  of  the  sum  mentioned.  While  such  a  ses- 
sion is  In  progress,  provided  it  lasts  only  for  a 
limited  time,  the  members  do  not  receive  the 
statutory  sessional  Indemnities.  They  are  paid 
at  the  rate  of  $10  a  day.  A  special  session  might 
conceivably,  not  last  more  than  a  week.  There 
is  no  reason  why  It  should,  as  the  legislation,  to 
pass  which  it  would  be  summoned,  would  be  pre- 
pared In  advance. 

The  suggestion  that  $2,000,000  might  be  given 
to  the  unemployed.  Instead  of  holding  a  speclB! 
session,  savors  of  Ignorance  of  how  money  out  or 
the  Federal  exchequer  can  be  expended.  It  must 
be  voted  by  appropriation  for  earmarked  pur- 
poses. Berorc  reller  on  the  scale  needed  can  be 
given  to  the  unemployed  by  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment. Parliament  must  meet  Parliament's  in- 
alienable prerogative  is  control  over  money  votes. 
It  is  work,  not  charity,  that  the  unemployed 
want.

He  says 
the  purpose  is  to  sell  our  wheat, 
and  Mr  Dunning  has  asked  the 
naive  question  regarding  who  ia 
going  to  eat  our  wheat,  since  the 
people  in  Canada  cannot  do  so. 
Here  ts  a  confession  of  incompe- 
tency and  failure.  Has  It  never  oc- 
curred to  htm  that  had  we.  con- 
currently with  the  increase  In  our 
agricultural  production,  also  built 
up  an  Industrial  population,  we 
would  have  had  more  population  at 
home  to  consume  our  wheat  and 
have  less  to  export.  We  could  have 
helped  Britain  just  as  mucruby  tak- 
ing her  artisan  surplus  population, 
giving  them  the  preferenre,  by  cre- 
ating industries  In  Canada  to  give 
theil  employment  here,  as  to  ship 
our  wheat,  to  England  for  them  to 
consume  there.  By  so  doing  we 
would  have  considerably  increased 
our  population,  and  that  of  the 
Brltlah  stock,  and  there  would  hitve 
been  fewer  problems  of  absorbing 
them  than  Ls  the  case  with  South- 
ern European  immigrants. 

Tills  would  have  bUB  the  result 
of  Mr.  Bennett's  policy:  but  Mac- 
kenzie King's  policy  h"s  been  so  Re- 
vised that  we  cannot  absorb  popula- 
tion, not  even  bur  own  natural  in- 
creases and  the  few  Immigrants  who 
come  In  yearly 

taurine;  the  eight  and  a  half  years 
of  his  administration  we  have,  ac- 
cord lnir  to  Mackenzie  King,  had  un- 
precedented prosperity:  yet.  with 
this  so-called  prosperity,  we  have 
been  unable  to  keen  our  population, 
but  have  lost  1.300.000  to  the  United 
States  and  elsewhere,  ls  there  a 
R-renter  exposure  of  miserable 
failure? 

Last  year,  the  local  Liberal  or- 
iran.  In  Inrpe  headlines,  made  the 
statement  that  Canada's  foreign 
trade  is  equal  to  that  of  the  United 
Slates  when  the  United  States  had 
a  population  of  70  000.000  people 
The  Liberals  seemed  to  look  upon 
this  with  pnde  May  I  suggest  that 
it  should  have  been  a  matter  for 
disquietude  If  the  United  States 
were  able  to  support  a  population 
of  70.000.000  on  the  foreign  trade 
we  did  last  year,  how  U  it  that  we 
could  not.  support  our  11.000  000  but 
had  to  lose  1 .300.000.  and  still  we 
could  not  find  employment  for  those 
who  remain?  If  ever  there  wa*  a 
confession  of  failure  here  ll  Is  8lr 
Wilfrid  Laurier  was  a  statesman 
His  policy  was  the  building  up  of 
population,  and  during  his  regime, 
and  Sir  Robert  Borden's  Immedi- 
ately following  It,  we  had  Intensive 
immigration  and  the  great  boom 
His  successor,  upon  whose  unworthy 
shoulders  Str  Wilfrid  Laurier'a 
mantel  Is  supposed  to  have  fallen, 
says  what  are  we  going  to  do  with 
increases  In  population?  We  do  not 
want  Increases  in  population:  for  we 
cannot  find  employment  for  those 
who  are  here  What  a  confession 
of  Incompetency! 

It  la  perfectly  true  that  we  can- 
not absorb  anv  Immigrants  now.  bul 
that  Ls  not  because  our  resources 
and  our  large  unoccupied  agricul- 
tural lands  do  not  lend  themselves 
to  It.  but  because  Mackenzie  King 
has  failed  to  grasp  the  meaning  of 
atate.smanshlp.  and  his  fiscal  poli- 
cies have  benefited  the  United 
States  more  than  Canada  or  the 
British  Empire. 

Mr.  Bennett  says:  1  will  so  de- 
vise my  policies  as  to  build  up  a 
strong  Canada,  for  a  strong  Can- 
ada ls  a  pillar  of  strength  to  the 
British  Empire:  Mnc*.  with  our  re- 
sources, we  must,  in  time,  so  de- 
velop that  we  mil.'!  Inevitably  take 
a  leading  part  in  guiding  the  destiny 
of  the  Empire  On  fh-  other  hand. 
Mr.  Mackenzie  King  sey.s  I  will 
leave  our  home  market*  to  be  raked 
by  the  United  Stales  mass  produr- 
tion  and  will  seek  after  foreigm 
markets  and  the  British  market*, 
and  I  will  do  so  with  goods  made  In 
the  United  States  but  brought  In 
and  assembled  here,  paint  th-  Union  1 
Jack  on  them  and  call  them  British  | 
goods,  and  thus  get  the  British  pref- 
erence In  the  markets  of  the  British  | 
Empire.  How  La  this  going  to  help 
build  up  Canada?  The  voters  must 
Judge  a*  to  the  relative  merit  of  the

for  this  purpose  he  applied  to  the 
Oliver  Oovernmrnt  and  received  a 
commission  as  a  notary  public.

The  tacts  arc  these:  The  old  com- 
missions of  notaries  public  were

"I  have  your  letter  of  the  lath  In- 
stant. I  am  afraid  It  U  impossible 
to  grant  you  a  notarial  seal  without 
your  first  taking  an  examination  be- 
fore a  Supreme  Court  Judge  Thl* 
U  covered  by  a  statute  of  the  Prov- 
ince, and  I  have  no  power  to  depart 
from  It*  provisions  The  act  pro- 
vides, however,  that  tn  unorganised 
districts,  that  la.  out  in  the  country, 
commission*  aa  notary  public  may 
be  issued  in  special  caaes.

Dealing  with  the  question  of  un- 
employment. Mr  Donaghy  admitted 
that  there  was  distress  in  Canada  at 
the  present  time,  but  pointed  out 
that  there  had  also  been  consider- 
able distress  In  the  Winter  of  1914. 
He  wondered  why  Hon.  R.  B.  Ben- 
nett had  not  at  that  time  offered 
some  tangible  solution  to  the  prob- 
lav  _ 

Referring  to  the  exodus  of  Cana- 
dians to  thr  United  States,  the 
speaker  said  that  this  was  no  nov- 
elty and"  was  something  which,  in 
his  opinion,  had  been  treated  with 
undue  emphasis  during  the  past 
eigku  ytsuts. 

In    considering    the    problem  tt 
shouJd  be  remembered  that  times 
were  much  better  after  the  war  in 
the  United  States  than  in  Canada. 
MARKETS  ESSENTIAL 

It  was  necessary,  continued  Mr 
Donaghy.  to  discover  some  per- 
manent measure  to  solv.  the  evils 
of  unemployment.  The  basis  of 
employment  was  production,  which 
in  turn  was  limited  by  markets.  The 
speaker  advanced  the  theory  that 
the  King  administration  had  been 
responsible  for  expanding  the  girth 
of  Canada's  markets  in  the  Argen- 
tine. Jupan.  Belgium.  New  Zealand. 
Australia  and  the  West  Indies. 

The  advantage  of  trade  with  New 
Zealand  had  been  all  on  the  side  of 
Canada.  "How  can  we  ask.  them 
to  buy  more  of  our  -  goods,  and 
couple  the  request  with  the  in- 
formation that  we  will  not  buy  their 
■••■>•'  asked  the  speaker. 

He  spoke  enthusiastically  of  the 
increase  in  the  export  of  Canadian 
newsprint,  which,  he  considered, 
had  been  brought  about  by  the 
machinations    of    the  Australian 

treaty. 

TO  SERVE  HUMANITY 

"Mr.  Bennetts  policy  of  manu- 
facturing Canada's  raw  materials 
within  the  Dominion  in  order  to 
foster  her  industries  sounds  good." 
said  Mr.  Donaghy.  "But  It  has 
never  been  done  before;  no  other 
nation  has  ever  attempted  it",  other 
nations  send  out  their  raw  ma- 
terials to  serve  humanity;  look  at 
the  cotton  which  comes  out  of  the 
United  States;  if  Canada  manufac- 
tured her  own  raw  material  there 
would  follow  an  Armageddon  which 
would  pale  into  inslgnifance  the 
war  which  is  so  fresh  in  our 
memory." 

Mr.  Donaghy  concluded  by  re- 
ferring in  enthusiastic  terms  to  the 
Dunning  budget,  which,  he  said, 
would  open  up  an  account  with 
Oreat  Britain  and  close  one  with 
the  United  States. 

The  seasonal  tarlfr.  he  explained, 
had  been  designed  to  "curb  the 
epicurean  tastes  of  the  wealthy  few" 
who  demanded  strawberries  in  April 
and  forced  the  growers  of  Canada 
to  throw  away  their  own  fruit. 
MR.  HENDERSON  SPEAKS 

Mr  Henderson  confined  the 
greater  part  of  his  address  to  local 
issues  of  the  election.    He  did  not 


approve,  he  said,  of  the  way  In 
whH  h  censer v*u\r  iir »  ana  per:,  were 
apt  to  fix  upon  statements  which 
were  romparat  tvely  unimportant,

Referring  to  the  case  of  a  tele-

Hon.  W.  A.  GaUUier.  of  the  Court 
of  Appeal  for  the  Province  of 
British  Columbia,  reached  his  sev- 
entieth birthday  yesterday  Pos- 
sessed of  a  magnificent  physique 
thla  well  known  member  of  the 
Court  of  Appeal  does  not  look  by 
any  means  as  old  as  he  is.  He  has 
been  a  great  lover  of  sport  all  his 
life,  and  has  engaged  in  athletic 
games  which  has  made  for  the 
building  up  of  a  strong  constitution 

Mr  Justice  Galllher  was  ap- 
pointed twenty-two  years  ago.  at 
one  of  the  five  Justices  of  the  newly - 
constituted  British  Columbia  Court 
of  Appeal. 

He  was  born  in  Bruce  County. 
Ontario.  In  1860.  eame  west  to  Mani- 
toba in  early  eighties,  studied  law 
and  engaged  in  practice  In  Win- 
nipeg. 

In  1884  he  Joined  the  Canadian 
Voyageurs  which,  on  the  request  of 
Lord  Wolseley.  following  his  ex- 
perience earlier  in  life  In  Canada 
asked  for  this  contingent  to  con- 
vey the  Nile  expedition  for  the  re- 
lief of  Oeneral  Gordon. 

On  his  return  to  Canada,  he  took 
up  the  practice  of  his  profession  at 
Winnipeg,  then  moved  to  Leth- 
br'.dge.  then  on  to  Rossland  and 
afterwards  to  Nelson.  His  first  ven- 
ture In  politics  was  in  1800.  when 
lie  ran  against  John  V.  McKane  for 
the  Dominion  House  and  was 
elected  He  ran  again  in  1904 
against  Hon.  Charles  Mackintosh  in 
Kootenay  and  was  elected  for  the 
new  electoral  district  of  Kootenay

1IKST  HAND  DATA 

Patiently  and  Intently  the  Sove- 
reign assembled  first-hand  data  on 
the  extent  of  the  disaster  and  on 
the  organization  of  relief  measures. 
He  received  the  explanations  of  the 
prefect,  doctors  and  sanitary  direc- 
tors of  how  the  huge  problem  of  ex- 
tracting bodies  from  the  debris  and 
burying  them  was  being  met.  and 
what  measures  were  being  taken  to 
prevent  epidemics  and  taking  care 
of  survivors. 

Government  officials  super 
the  relief  work  decided  today  to 
send  away  from  the  ruined  area 
all  those  whose  relatives  in  hamlets 
that  were  spared  are  able  to  re- 
ceive them  into  their  homes.  They 
also  decided  to  move  out  of  the 
earthquake  zone  such  families  as 
are  known  to  have  means  enough 
to  permit  of  their  temporary  sojourn 
elsewhere. 

H.OrtO  EVACt'ATE 
This  decision  made  it  possible  to 
evacuate  some  fourteen  thousand 
men.  women  and  children.  The 
congestion  in  the  hastily  erected 
tent  cities  was  considerably  relieved 
thereby  and  fourteen  thousand 
mouths  less  had  to  be  fed  from  the 
rations  dealt  out  by  the  army  and 
other  organizations. 

So  sweeping  was  the  earthquake 
that  Sunday  morning  will  see  fully 
half  of  the  houses  of  worship  either 
destroyed  or  rendered  too  dangerous 
to  hold  congregations. 

Extra  masses  will  be  said  or  sung 
in  the  religious  edifices  still  standing 
and  solid,  to  bring  comfort  to  the 
pious  village  folk  who  wish  to  thank 
Providence  for  their  escape  from 
the  tremor's  wrath  and  who.  above 
all.  wish  to  pray  for  the  repose  of 
the  souls  of  their  beloved  ones. 

At  Melfl.  which  King  Victor 
Emmanuel  visited  first  early  In  the 
morning,  touching  evidence  of  inter- 
national solidarity  was  furnished  oy 
the  receipt  of  a  telegram  from  a 
former  Oerman  prisoner  of  war. 
KIND  TREATMENT 
This  Oerman  had  been  Interned 
at  Melfl.  Besides  expressing  his 
condolence,  he  recalled  the  kind 
treatment  he  had  received  at  the 
hands  of  his  former  enemies  during 
the  period  of  his  captivity. 

The  opening  the  telegraph  wires 
to  the  general  public  brought  a 
regular  avalanche  of  meaaages  from 
distracted  relatives  During  the 
first  days  after  the  earthquake  the 
Oovernment  had  reserved  the  tele- 
graph lines  to  official  message', 
having  to  do  with  relief  work.

THE  <  I  RE  OF  PIEES 

In  the  cure  of  piles  or  any  form 
of  rectal  trouble,  the  first  thing  to 
do  l«  to  adopt  the  BB0BU.  habit.  The 
rectum  should  be  thoroughly 
cleansed  at  iMll  once  or  twice  a 
day  with  a  warm  enema.  This  may 
be  taken  while  sitting  on  the  toilet 
and  permitting  the  water  to  iun  in 
»ir.d  o,if  «o  that  all  the  membranes 
in  the  lower  bowel  are  thoroughly 
washed.  This  keeps  the  rectal  mem- 
branes free  and  clean  of  bacterial 
and  food  Irritations  and  at  the  same 
time  is  soothing  to  the  nervous  sys- 
tem. 

It  also  Is  advisable  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  treatment  to  use  a 
liquid  diet  so  that  there  will  be  less 
bulky  material  in  the  lower  colon. 
The  orange,  grapefruit  or  grape 
Juice  fast  seems  to  be  especially 
beneficial.  Following  the  enema, 
the  patient  should  use  some  exer- 
cises while  lying  on  the  back  with 
the  hips  elevated  so  that  the  in- 
ternal organs  will  be  carried  by 
gravity  away  from  the  lower  pelvic 
region. 

Following  the  exercises,  a  good 
local  treatment  is  to  apply  ice  to  the 
piles.  A  good  way  is  to  break  ofT  a 
small  piece  of  ice,  whittle  it  into  a 
cone-like  shape,  and  carefully  insert 
the  small  end  into  the  rectum, 
holding  It  there  with  a  thick  towel. 
This  should  be  done  with  the  hips 
elevated  so  that  the  plies  are  drawn 
Internally. 

The  ice  cone  then  should  be  care- 
fully forced  farther  In  until  It  melts. 
This  treatment  should  last  only  four 
or  five  minutes  while  the  ice  is 
melting.  The  cold  of  the  ice  causes 
the  blood  vessels  to  contract  and 
the  circulation  is  improved  after 
each  treatment.  This  will  slop  the 
progress  of  the  hemorrhoids  and 
materially  reduce  their  size,  and 
finally,  through  the  contraction, 
will  develop  the  muscles  Inside  the 
walLs  of  the  veins. 

After  the  ice  treatment,  it  Is  a 
good  plan  to  place  a  small  piece  of 
cocoa-butter  into  the  rectum.  Per- 
mit this  to  remain  In  all  night 
This  will  assist  in  soothing  the  in- 
flamed surfaces. 

Following  the  fasting  regime  the 
diet  must  be  of  a  kind  to  procure  a 
relief  from  the  constipation  which 
practically  always  exists. 

This  regime  of  exercising  and  the 
application  of  ice  and  cocoa-butter 


should  be  continued  until  all  the 
symptoms  disappear.  Then  If  the 
patient  will  take  rare  to  live  on  a 
non -constipating  diet,  there  need 
not  be  any  return  of  the  local  trou- 
ble. 

When  there  Is  a  liver  congestion, 
one  shculd  always  take  care  to  re- 
duce the  heavy  foods  such  as  the 
protatna  and  carbohydrates  so  as  to 
give  the  liver  a  chance  to  catch  up 
with  its  work  and  normal  functlon- 
tn| 

Permanent  results  In  the  cure  or 
plies  may  be  expected  from  the  use 
of  these  local  treatments  If  at  the 
same  time  the  other  causes  I  have 
mentioned  are  removed.

Glass  is  placed  In  windows  pri- 
marily to  see  through,  and  when 
purchasing  glass  for  the  sash  each 
pane  should  be  Inspected  to  sec 
that  It  provides  a  perfect  vision. 

Double  thickness  glass  should 
always  be  specified  unless  there  is 
some  reason  for  using  a  single 
thickness  glass.  For  doors  plate 
glass  is  preferable,  as  It  Is  stronger 
and  will  resist  rough  treatment,  be- 
sides being  more  handsomo  and 
permitting  a  higher  polish. 

Poor,  cheap  glass  contains  flaws 
and  gives  a  distorted  vision.  Insist 
on  perfect  glass.

contracted  early  from  a  blind  waif 
with  whom  he  shared  his  rug  on  a 
Winter  night.  Kagawa  is  half-blind 
and  can  see  only  with  large  magni- 
fying glasses.  Frail  to  begin  with 
and  subject  to  tuberculosis,  he  does 
his  Immense  work  with  the  handicap 
of  Ul-health.  There  is  not  a  sound 
organ  in  his  body.  Yet  his  friends 
aay  that  he  is  one  of  the  most  hilari- 
ous of  companions,  breathing  vitality 
into  every  group  he  enters.  An  enor- 
mous worker,  be  seises  the  oppor- 
tunity of  enforced  cessation  Emm 
public  Bpeakmg  to  catch  up  la  bil 
book  production.  He  met  the  recent 
demand  of  his  friends  that  he  give 
up  for  a  time  his  strenuous  evange- 
listic activities  and  retire  for  rest  by 
gleefully  saying.

WHAT  SLUMS  TAUGHT  KAGAWA 
But  It  was  upon  his  thought  and 
interpretation  of  Christianity  that 
the  Shinkawa  slums  made  their 
deepest  impression.  For  one  thing. 
It  became  clarified  to  Kagawa  that 
love  and  love  alone  was  the  centre 
and  source  of  life  and  the  only 
power  therefore  that  could  make 
humanity  over  into  the  divine  inten- 
tion Christianity  is  peculiarly  the 
love  religion.  Indeed,  he  introduced 
the  Kingdom  of  God  Movement  as  a 
•'love  movement  rather  than  a  faith 
movement."  This  is  worked  out  in 
nil  latest  book  to  be  translated  Into 
English   "Love,  the  Law  of  Life  " 

In  the  slums,  too.  he  learned,  he 
said,  the  need  of  a  right  social  struc- 
ture, and  has  consistently  striven  to 
bring  the  Christian  principles  of  un- 
selfishness, co-operation  and  sacri- 
fice into  the  social  and  economic  life 
of  his  country.  Because  of  this  he 
early  sponsored  labor  organization 
and  formed  the  first  tabor  party  hi 
Japan  Several  times  he  has  been 
fined  and  Jailed.  Government  detec- 
tives dogged  his  steps  thinking  that 
he  was  a  Communist.  But  Kagawa 
is  an  antl-Coramunlst.  He  holds

Two  interesting  new  market*  have 
been  developed  in  the  North  Okan- 
a san  dlMrl.t,  according  to  J.  n. 
Munro.  Deputy  Minister  of  Agricul- 
ture, who  has  Just  returned  from  a 
tour  through  the  interior  of  the 
province  These  result  In  increased 
production  of  two  crops  that  are 
easily  grown  in  that  area. 

One  market  is  for  Fall  wheat,  and 
this  is  largely  within  the  district. 
Flour  and  other  wheat  products  are 
mairufmluiou  at  a  mill  at  Aral- 
strong,  using  a  large  portion  or  the 
Fall  wheat  that  is  produced  in  the 
surrounding  district.  These  honie- 
manufactured  product*  are  meeting 
with  great  favor,  with  the  result  that 
practically  every  housewife  in  the 
district  ||  using  the  Armstrong  flour 
for  her  baking.  Even  the  hotels  fea- 
ture on  their  menus  the  fact  that 
the  wheat  used  was  grown  and 
milled  In  the  district  Expansion  of 
the  market  farther  afield  is  expect- 
ed because  of  the  enthusiasm  with 
which  the  products  are  being  re- 
ceived in  the  North  Okanagan  dis- 
trict. 

The  other  market  is  practically 
new  this  year.  Eighteen  carloads  of 
lettuce  were  exported  from  Arm- 
strong in  June.  This  was  the  result 
of  repeat  and  new  orders  which  fol- 
lowed trial  shipments  made  last 
year.  In  addition  to  the  eighteen 
carloads,  twelve  of  which  went  to 
the  Prairies  and  the  rest  to  Pacific 
Coast  markets,  there  were  a  number 
of  less  than  car  shipments.  The 
district  has  already  become  famous 
for  its  shipments  of  celery  and  cab- 
bages, and  the  new  export  promises 
to  rival  the  older  established  trade. 
FAIR  VaU  SUPPORTED 

Great  Interest  Is  also  being  shown 
In  the  forthcoming  World's  Grain 
Show  which  will  be  held  In  Rcgina 
In  1932,  The  Department  of  Agri- 
culture has  received  applications 
from  eighty  farmers  In  the  North 
Okanagan  for  Inspection  of  their 
crops  with  a  view  to  preparing  geed 
for  exhibit.  Also  much  attention  is 
being  given  to  the  Fall  fsir  at  Am* 

strong 

In  that  connection,  a  total  of  $15.- 
000  was  voted  by  the  city  and  district 
for  improvements  at  the  fair 
grounds.  Before  the  work  was  com- 
pleted, It  was  found  the  sum  was  In- 
sufficient. A  second  plebiscite  was 
put  up  to  the  ratepayers  and  this 
carried  by  a  margin  of  sixteen  to 
one,  indicating  the  general  willing- 
ness to  support  the  project  at  an? 
cost  consistent  with  the  best  inter- 
ests of  the  district, 

Mr.  Munro  also  visited  the  range 
country  of  the  Nicola  where  he 
found  the  stock  in  excellent  condi- 
tion ss  the  result  of  fine  Spring  pas- 
tures He  said  a  movement  was  on 
foot  between  the  range  men  and  the 
mixed  farmers  for  the  latter  to  fin- 
ish range  cattle  in  carlots.  Tills  will 
be  undertaken  this  Fall,  and  is  ex- 
pected to  result  in  closer  co-opera- 
tion between  the  two  with  beneficial 
results  to  both. 

In  the  fruit-growing  districts  of 
the  Okanagan,  Mr.  Munro  found 
that  the  crops  would  be  good  where 
there  was  sufficient  water  for  irri- 
gation. In  some  sections,  however, 
and  particularly  in  the  Vernon  dis- 
trict, there  has  been  a  serious  short- 
age of  water,  and  this  is  effecting 
the  size  and  quality  of  the  crop  to 
some  extent.

The  duty  on  the  shipment  was 
calculated  to  500.000  Ccech  crowns 
(about  115.0001.  The  authorities  ad- 
vertised for  persons  Interested.  No 
one  could  be  found  with  any  knowl- 
edge or  authority  to  dlspoaa  of  the 
precious  booty.  The  authorities  of- 
fered then  to  give  the  cognac  away 
to  anyone  who  would  pay  the  duty.

The  new  Australian  tartrf  will 
help  rather  than  obstruct  British 
Columbia's  lumber  exports  to  Aus- 
tralia, experts  of  the  provincial  for- 
estry service  declared  Saturday, 
after  an  examination  of  the  new 
schedule.  The  interpretation  of  the 
tariff  as  meaning  a  death  blow  to 
the  Australian  lumber  trade  In  this  I  Hope 
province  is  entirely  wrong,  these  of-  | 
flclals  asserted. 

The  tariff,  it  was  explained, 
raises  duty  on  lumber  all  around, 
buFdoes  not  put  British  Columbia 
lumber  under  higher  duty  than  the 
lumber  of  any  other  country.  Most 
of  British  Columbia's  exports  to 
Australia  are  made  up  of  undressed 
lumber  twelve  Inches  by  ten  and 
over,  on  which  the  duty  per  hun- 
<'.:f<[  feet  la  increased  from  8  to 
twelve*  shillings  a  hundred,  or 
roughly  from  $20  to  $30  a  thousand. 

Tr  •  result  of  this  Increase  may  be 
to  discourage  the  use  of  softwoods 
and  Increase  the  Utt  of  native  woods 
in  Australia,  officials  said,  but  they 
explained  that  Australia  must  con- 
tinue to  import  large  quantities  of 
softwoods'.

Shortly  after  (J  o^cloclr.  yesterday 
morning  the  Siberia  Maru.  Captain 
B.  Kaneko.  of  the  Nippon  Yusen 
KaLsha.  tied  up  at  Ogdcn  Point 
Piera.  inbound  from  the  Orient  with 
ninety-one  passengers  aboard,  of 
whom  nine  landed  here  and  eighty - 
two  proceeded  to  Seattle.  The  local 
travelers  included  Miss  Florence 
Waine.  a  missionary  from  Shlmono- 
sekl,  on  her  way  home  to  Calgary  on 
vacatlcn;  Miss  Florence  Hamilton, 
a  missionary  from  Shanghai,  bound 
to  Vancouver;  A.  Richardson,  or 
Shanghai,  on  a  visit  to  Vancouver 
Island  oat  holiday;  Jacques  Weu- 
leresse.  a  Parisian  professor  on  his 
way  home  after  a  tour  of  the  world, 
and  Mrs.  Waha  Yamamoto.  return- 
ing home  to  Vancouver  after  a  visit 
to  Japan. 

The  Siberia's  cargo  consisted  of 
2 .320  tons,  including  1.200  bales  If 
raw  silk.

Yasuo  Horakima.  s  dentist  of 
Saltama-Ken,  on  his  way  to  Port- 
land to  take  a  postgraduate  course 
in  dentistry;  Mrs.  Alfred  Hudson,  a 
writer,  of  San  Francisco,  and  Miss 
A.'ma  Huppert.  a  missionary  from 
Shanghai,  going  home  to  Water- 
town,  r'ew  York,  on  furlough.

Details  or  the  lass  of  the  Jessie 
No.  I  In  Bark  ley  Sound  were  re- 
ceived yesterday.  They  stated  that 
the  boat  was  one  of  a  number  of 
seine  boats,  all  of  the  same  name, 
but  numerically  different,  belonging 
to  the  Tletherton  Bay  pilchard  plant 
and  operated  from  that  port  on 
Barkley  Sound.  The  Jessie  No.  1 
ran  ashore  Friday  evening  last  and 
became  a  total  lass  The  scene  of 
the  accident  was  the  particularly 
dangerous  section  of  the  sound  lying 
betwen  Point  Cox  and  the  Oowland 
Rocks,  near  where  the  Chilean 
barque  Carol-ma-phu  was  wrecked 
In  the  Fall  of  1915. 

The  Jessie  was  manned  by  all 
Indiana,  of  whom  William,  better 
known  aa  •'Harry  Masso."  was  the 
skipper.  He  was  making  his  return 
to  her  home  port  when  the  disaster 
occurred.  The  skipper  is  a  native 
of  the  coast  and  grew  up  within 
six  miles  of  the  spot  and  was 
thoroughly  conversant  with  it.  Why 
he  selected  the  notoriously  risky 
Inshore  course,  when  he  had  un- 
limited scaroom  on  his  starboard 
side,  is  a  mystery  to  other  coast 
navigators. 

BOTTOM  TORN  AWA \ 

That  the  vessel  must  have  been 
running  at  a  considerable  speed  ls 
evidenced  by  the  fact  that  her  whole 
bottom  was  completely  torn  away, 
causing  her  to  sink  immediately. 
The  captain  and  some  of  his  crew 
escaped  to  the  shore,  while  the  re- 
maining three  rowed  the  boat's 
tender  to  Leonard  Island  Lighthouse 
for  Die  purpase  of  notifying  the 
light  keeper,  and  on  arrival  there 
the  news  was  forwarded  by  tele- 
phone to  the  life-saving  station  at 
Tofuio.  when  the  boat  was  promptly 
dispatched  to  the  scene. 

By  the  time  or  the  arrival  of  the 
lifeboat  the  fishing  vessel  had  com- 
pletely disappeared,  and.  rescuing 
the  captain  and  crew  from  the  rocks, 
the  lifeboat  carried  them  back  to 
port,  where  Dr.  Dickson  treated  the 
skipber  for  an  ugly  abrasion  on  the 
lower  part  of  his  left  leg  and  a 
strained  right  ankle,  which,  while 
rather  serious,  hardly  mada  a 
casualty.

East  then  leads  the  Bpade  Queen, 
and  South  knows  that  West  must 
have  originally  held  five  Clubs,  since 
If  there  were  one  left  in  East  s  hand 
he  would  iiave  led  It.

MARKETS  IN  JAPAN 


PROFITS  OF  FAKE 
BROKERS  NO!  EASY 


Overhead  Swallows  as  Much  as 
Two-Thirds  of  Takings 
of  Crooks 


The  Yokohama  Specie  Bank  and 
eight  other  banks  Interested  in  loans 
to  the  silk  trade  in  Japan  have 
fixed  the  maximum  amount  to  be 
loaned  at  1200  a  box-a  drop  of  $100 
a  box  from  last  year,  writes  James 
A.  Langley.  Commercial  Srcretary 
In  Tokio.  in  The  Commercial  Intel- 
ligence Journal.  This  drastic  cut  is 
due  to  the  sharp  decline  In  silk 
prices  in-  Yokohama  and  Kobe. 
Prices  on  the  Yokohama  silk  mar- 
ket have  b?en  declining  steadily. 
With  production  as  great  as  three 
times  the  pre-wsr  figures,  the  in- 
creasing competition  with  rayon, 
the  cocoon  price  the  lowest  since 
1014.  and  the  growing  competition 
from  Chinese  silk  due  to  the  drop 
in  the  price  of  bar  silver,  a  rever- 
sion to  pre-war  prices  is  •  antici- 
pated. 


oommotflty  producers  who  failed  to 
stabilize  their  own  crops  are"  watch- 
ing the  work  of  Che  United  States 
Farm  Board  *ith  the  Interest  that 
follows  a  stubbed  toe. 

Coffee,  rubber  and  sugar,  three  of

Commodity  dealers  here  regard 
these  facts  as  indicating  a  deter- 
mination to  avoid  such  experiences 
as  that  of  Brazil  with  coffee  In 
1924  the  Brazilian  Coffee  Institute 
was  organized  to  buy  up  surplus 
coffee  and  hold  It  back  from  the 
market  to  keen  the  price  from  fall- 
ing.

American  and 
British  bankers  have  furnished  a 
$100,000,000  loan  to  the  industry, 
hbwever.  with  provision  that  pro- 
duction be  curtailed  and  the  sur- 
plus gradually  exported  over  ten 
years. 

British  rubber  growers  In  19M  or- 
ganized the  'Stevenson  pool"  to  buy 
up  surplus  rubber  and  control  the 
market.  The  result  was  similar  to 
that  in  Brazil.  The  price  of  crude 
rubber  broke  in  half  and  has  gone 
as  low  as  12':  cents.  * 

Cuban  sugar  growers  tried  to  re- 
strict marketing  through  the 
Single  Selling  agency,  but  this 
proved  unsatisfactory  and  raw 
sugar  prices  tumbled  to  1  1-8  cents 
a  pound  before  payment  of  duty, 
the  lowest  for  100  years. 


Fort  y  Thousand 
Houses  Required 
In  Irish  State 


It  Ls  estimated  that*  in  order  to 
provide  adrquate  accommodation  for 
the  working  classes  m  the  Irbh  Free 
state,  more  than  40.000  houses  are 
needed,  writes  John  H.  English, 
Canadian  Trade  Commissioner  in 
Dublin.  More  than  a  quarter  of  the 
entire  population  of  2.972.802  live  in 
three-room  dwellings,  and  two-thirds 
In  two.  three  and  four-room  dwel- 
lings. Hmce  1922  the  Ooven; 
has  granted  subsidies  for  the  build- 
ing of  houses.  • 

In  the  seven  years.  1922-29,  2.130 
dwellings  were  erected  as  a  result 
of  the  1922  grant,  and  under  the 
further  enactments  from  1924  to 
1929,  12,445  houses  were  provided 
by  private  parties.  311  by  utility  so- 
cieties, and  by  local  authorities  1.800. 
at  a  total  cost  of  £1350.000  to  State 
funds,  or  approximately  £90  per 
dwelling. 

The  majority  of  houses  erected  in 
Saorstat  Elreann.  and  particularly 
those  built  under  the  various  Gov- 
ernment schemes,  are  of  concrete  or 
brick  construction,  and  indestruc- 
tible as  poa&ible.  to  withstand  the 
hard  usage  to  which  they,  are  Usu- 
ally subjected  Comparatively  little 
building  other  than  roof  tiling  is 
manufactured  within  the  Imh  Free 
State,  so  that  Imports  are  substantial.

tumble  over  the  Niagara  Palls,  are 
transmitted  The  total  obtained 
from  the  nine  power  houses  Just 
equals  that  of  the  Taseko-Chllko- 
Homathko  project.  The  waters  of 
the  mighty  Saguenay  River,  In  Que- 
bec, are  harnessed  at  the  Isle  de 
Mallgne  plant  up  to  500,000  horse- 
power. 

The  new  Lochaber  development, 
with  a  fifteen-mile  tunnel  at  Fort 
William,  in  the  Highlands  of  Scot- 
land, will  yield  130.000  horsepower 
for  the  manufacture  of  aluminum. 
The  Southern  California  Edison 
Company  and  the  Pacific  Electric 
As  Oas  Company  have  each  de- 
veloped water  powers  to  the  extent 
of  500.000  horsepower.

The  largest  hydro-electric  system 
in  the  Orient,  with  sixteen  and  a 
mlf  miles  of  tunnel,  Is  in  the  north- 
ern part  of  Chosen  I  formerly  Ko- 
rea).

These  figures 
bear  out  the  statement  that  the 
British  Columbia  projects  are  with- 
out a  rival  on  this  continent,  and 
might  fairly  Issue  a  challenge  for 
the  leadership  of  the  world.

ALTERNATE  ROITES 

The  engineers  present  thrre  al- 
ternate projects  to  the  people  of 
the  province  and  the  industrialists 
of  thr  world  Each  of  them  ts  of 
Inestimable  value  and  each  has  its 
peculiar  advantages.  The  first 
project  suggests  a  tunnel  starting 
from  the  south  end  of  Chllko  Lake 
under  Chllko  Pass  '7  000  feet»,  8  88 
miles  long,  and  utilizing  a  head  of 
2.440  feet;  and  a  second  section 
with  a  tunnel  of  six  miles  and  a  fall 
of  700  feet.  On  a  70  per  cent 
efficiency  basis,  the  power  which 
could  be  developed  here  would  be 
835.000  continuous  horsepower,  this 
would  permit  a  turbine  installa- 
tion of  1.250.000  horsepower.

On  these  proving  grounds  the  en- 
gineers not  only  test  their  own  can, 
but  also  cars  that  are  being  sold  In 
competition.  As  the  gradients  on 
the  hills  are  known  and  since  the 
tests  can  be  carried  out  along 
standardised  lines,  it  Is  possible  to 
make  real  comparisons  that  mean 
something. 


along  the  road  as  the  tester  listtned 
to  the  soft  murmurings  of  some 
sweet  young  thing  at  his  side  in- 
stead of  to  the  hammering  of  the 
connecting  rod  bearings  or  the 
grinding  of  the  transmission  Many 
a  car  was  marked  O  K.  by  the  road 
man  that  should  have  gone  right 
back  to  the  tear -down  bench. 

Old-time  testers  will  sigh  and  tell 
you  that  those  days  are  gone  for- 
ever, and  they  are.  In  their  place 
we  have  the  rolling  test  in  the  plant, 
where  the  rear  wheels  are  put  on 
rollers  while  the  engine  is  inspect- 
ed and  checked.

If  it  is  desired  to  Snow,  for  In- 
stance, the  fuel  and  oil  consump- 
tion of  the  car  at  certain  road 
speeds,  there  Is  no  chance  for  vari- 
ations being  introduced  because  of 
a  difference  In  road  conditions.  The 
road  is  the  same  for  every  car  test- 
ed and  the  speed  registered  on  the 
speedometer  can  be  checked  agaliu>t 
the  elapsed  time  over  definite  dis- 
tances so  that  there  is  no  chance 
for  error.

aiso, the  chief  port  of  call  to  SanM- 
ago.  This  will  be  completed  some 
time  this  year.  Chilean  building 
construction  is  very  active.  Today 
Chile  la  in  better  condition  from  a 
business  standpoint  than  any  other 
South  American  country.  I  believe 
It  offers  the  greatest  possibilities  Tor 
export  business  In  the  very  near 
future. 

"As  time  soas  on.  we  will  see  an 
Increase  in  the  number  of  good  roads 
In  all  South  American  countries, 
and  with  adequate  highway  systems, 
attendant  increases  in  '  automobile 
business  will  follow,"  Olennle  says

NEW  BUMPER  MAY 

SAVE  PEDESTRIANS 


Inventors,  of  whom  there  are 
many  more  than  are  visible  to  the 
naked  eye  at  one  tune,  have  racked 
their  brains  to  discover  a  method  of 
saving  the  pedestrian  who  is  about 
to  be  run  over  by  the  motor-car 
They  have  been  Joined  in  the  search 
by  thousands  of  the  pedestrians 
themselves,  not  merely  in  self- 
defence,  but  becau.se  a  large  propor- 
tion of  ordinary  people  receive  "in- 
spirations" that  they  are  sure  are 
of  great  value. 

One  of  the  safety  devices  recently 
reported  is  the  brain-child  of  John 
R.  Vails,  of  New  York,  and  l»  a 
bumper  that  is  described  almost  as 


Infallible  in  accident  prevention 
Bumpers  with  every  conceivable 
form  of  scoop  or  fender  eflect  have 
been  tried,  without  much  success; 
but  with  this  one.  a  canvas  apron, 
released  when  coming  in  contact 
with,  a  pedestrian,  carries  the  Jay- 
walker along  until  the  car  stops. 
The  device  embodies  a  bumper 
mounted  movably  so  as  to  be  re- 
tracted when  struck,  and  a  frame 
carrying  an  apron,  or  other  re- 
ceptacle, normally  held  in  a  locked 
position,  which  is  released  by  the 
retraction  of  the  bumper.  The 
apron  snaps  forward  on  impact 
This  affair  is  said  to  be  as  effec- 
tive with  trucks  as  «rh  passenger 
cars,  and  to  be  an  aid  in  reducing 
fatal  accidents.  A  similar  device, 
invented  by  a  Winnipeg  man.  was 
exhibited  in  Western  Canada  a  year 
ago.

A  pulmotor  was  located  at  Can- 
more  Mine  and  Have*  &ent  Walter 
Ash  ton  on  his  way  to  get  it  in  the 
Packard  Eight  seven-passenger 
touring  car  he  daily  drives  through 
the  fcilb  with  tourists.  Ashtcr.  was 
told  minutes  might  mean  the  dif- 
ference between  life  and  death  for 
the  two  men.  Ail  speed  limits  were

Through  tlje  main  street  of  Banff 
Ashton  sped.  He  hit  the  open  road 
at  seventy-five  miles  an  hour.  Not 
even  for  the  much  dreaded  Anthra- 
cite Hill  did  he  check  down  the 
speed.  Canmore  Station,  fifteen 
miles  from  Banff,  was  made  in

Ashton  turned  the  Packard  back 
toward  Banff  and  once  more  lie 
roared  through  the  town  on  hi* 
way  to  the  Monarch  Mine.  Anthra- 
cite Hill  with  all  Its  deadly  curves 
and  steep  grade  was  negotiated  at 
fifty  miles  an  hour  In  second  gear. 

At  one  curve  a  herd  of  pack- 
horses  with  several  cowboys  in 
marge  blocked  the  way.  Ashton 
brought  the  car  to  a  stop  Just  in 
time  to  avoid  an  accident  which 
would  have  sent  all  of  them  off 
the  side  of  the  mountain.

Once  a 
road -grader  with  its  four-horse 
team  nearly  spelled  disaster  when 
it  was  met  at  a  curve.

Three  men  were  waiting  on  tht 
road  a  few  miles  from  the  point 
where  Uve  two  dying  men  lay.  A 
stop  was  made  to  pica  them  up  and 
the  car  was  away  again  at  'nearly 
top  speed  over  a  narrow  winding 
trail  that  led  in  to  the  mine  from 
the  main  road.  Around  great  jut- 
ting rocks  and  giant  tree*  Ashton 
swerved  and  kept  going,  the  speed- 
ometer showing  sixty  miles  an  hour 
in  places  where  it  would  not  have 
seemed  possible  to  get  a  car  through 
at  five  miles  an  hour. 

Just  eighty  minutes  exactly  after 
Hayes  had  received  the  telephone 
call  at  the  Banff  Springs  HoteJ  gar- 
age Ashton  brought  his  car  to  a 
halt  In  rront  of  the  mUie  building. 
In  that  time  lie  and  his  Packard 
had  covered  eighty-one  miles  of  as 
tortuous  and  dangerous  mountain 
roads  as  could  be  found.  He  had 
risked  his  life  dozens  of  times  on 
his  wild  errand  of  mercy,  but  he  ar- 
rived in  tune  and  the  lives  of  both 
men  were  saved. 

Ashton  won  fame  and  honors  dur- 
ing the  war  aa  a  motor  machine 
gunner  and  dispatch  rider.  He  was 
cited  for  bravery  and  awarded  the 
military  medal  at  Pashendaele.  Hu 
car  is  a  Standard  Packard  Eight, 
onn  of  a  large  fleet  operated  for 
tonriat  service  at  Banff  by  tha 
Brewster  Transport  Service. 

CAR'S  STEERING  GEAR 
IS  EASY  TO  DAMAGE 


The  steering  gear,  a  most  Intri- 
cate, highly  technical  and.  of  course, 
a  most  important  part  of  the  car  la 
relatively  easily  damaged  through 
the  simplest  forms  of  neglect,  such 
as  brushing  curbs  too  severely,  cut- 
ting or  changing  direction  of  wheels 
while  car  is  parked,  incorrect  tire 
inflation,  and  other  unnecessary 
stresses.  In  order  to  obtain  maxi- 
mum efficiency  in  steering  gear 
operation  it  la  most  essential  thai 
the  camber,  the  chamfer,  axis 
alignment,  which  governs  the  king- 
pin angles,  and  all  linkage  from 
steering  wheel  to  front  wheels,  tire 
sizes,  tire  inflation,  etc.,  be  100  per 
cent  correct. 

One  of  the  most  common  abuse! 
Is  the  "cutting"  of  front  wheeLi 
while  the  car  is  motionless.  Ons 
incorrect  tire  size  on  front  wheeLi 
will  change  the  correct  camber  angls 
and  cause  what  Is  commonly  known 
as  "wandering."  hard  steering  and 
"spotty  tire  wear  "  Front  wheeli 
are  never  perpendicular  to  the  road. 
This  deviation  la  known  aa  thl 
"camber"  and  in  some  cases  Is  re- 
duced to  a  one-degree  angle,  and 
unless  this  angle  is  proper  the  steer* 
mg  is  noticeably  Impaired. 

Much  depends  upon  the  ateerlng 
gear  at  high  speed  and  particularly 
on  rough  and  irregular  roads.  Tin 
ability  of  the  car  to  hold  the  road 
at  high  speed  la  another  vital  ele- 
ment, of  safety,  and  Uie  undue  road 
shocks,  also  the  various  abuses  out- 
lined above.  In  most  cases  imper- 
ceptible, are  largely  responsible  fof 
the  steering  difficulties.

PRiVATE  CAR  OWNERS 
HELD  RESPONSIBLE 


Increase  In  Motor  Vehicle  Deaths 
Are  Attributed  to  Drivers 
of  Own  Autos 


Drivers  of  private  cars  mu&t  take 
responsibility  for  the  Increase  In 
motor  vehicle  deaths  that  has  oc- 
curred In  the  past  two  years,  ac- 
cording to  an  analysis  of  240000 
accidents  Just  completed  by  the 
United  States  Statistical  Bureau  of 
the  National  Safety  Council. 

Significantly  safer  driving  by 
truck  and  taxlcab  operators  indi- 
cates that,  despite  the  Increasing 
volume  of  traffic,  It  Is  possible  to 
reduce  motor  vehicle  accidents — If 
persons  In  control  are  willing  to  di- 
rect their  efforts  to  the  problem. 

During  the  past  few  years  busi- 
ness men  have  been  carrying  on  an 
aggressive  campaign  to  have  their 
companies"  cars  and  trucks  driven 
safely. 

I U  O- YEAR  PERIOD 

During  the  two-year  period  1927- 
29  the  number  of  private  passenger 
cars  involved  in  fatal  accidents  in- 
creased twenty-three  per  cent  In 
the  same  time  the  number  of  trucks, 
commercial  cars  and  taxicabs  so  in- 
volved decreased  nearly  five  per 
cent.  Buses  and  Jitneys  Increased 
only  Ave  per  cent.  On  the  other 
hand,  the.  number  of  motor  cycles 
involved  rose  forty  per  cent.  Many 
of  these  are  privately  owned,  while 
a  large  number  are  police  vehicles 
and  thus  subjected  to  unusual 
hazards. 

The  record  for  non-fatal  Injuries 
shows  the  Increase  for  private  cars 
during  the  two-year  period  was 
twenty-two  per  cent;  for  trucks  and 
buses,  five  and  six  per  cent.  re.«pec- 
Uvely. 

"The  thirty  per  cent  Increase  for 
taxicabs  appears  very  unfavor- 
able." says  the  bureau  report,  "but 
a  preliminary  Investigation  shows 
that  it  can  probably  be  explained 
as  follows:  Cab  drivers  tend  to  re- 


port not  only  every  minor  accident 
in  which  the  cab  Is  Involved,  but 
even  cases  where  the  injury  is  to  a 
prospective  customer  not  in  the  cab. 
while  private  drivers  frequently 
neglect  to  report  accidents  of 
greater  seriousness."

Prom  67  per  cent  of  the  total 
in  lt27,  private  car  fatalities  in- 
creased to  :^venty-four  per  cent  by 
1929  Simultaneously,  truck  and 
commercial  car  fatalities  declined 
from  twenty-four  per  cent  to  nine- 
teen per  cent  In  1929.  Likewise, 
those  In  which  taxicabs  were  In- 
volved decreased  from  six  to  four 
per  cent. 

The  proportion  of  private  car 
non-fatal  injuries  also  went  up— 
from  seventy-one  per  cent  in  1927 
tp  seventy -three  per  cent  In  1928 
and  1929.  The  proportion  reported 
for  trucks  and  commercial  curs  de- 
creased two  points  from  fourteen  to 
twelve  per  cent,  while  the  part 
played  by  taxicabs  remained  un- 
changed.

Captain  Franzcarl  Schlelff.  Ger- 
man ace.  la  the  Inventor  of  a  "crash- 
absorber"— a  special  bumper  de- 
signed to  protect  passengers  In  case 
of  automobile  accident*.  The  cap- 
tain recently  gave  three  successful 
demonstrations  of  hi*  Invention  In 
New  York. 

Tn  the  first,  driving  a  touring  car 
at  twenty-six  miles  an  hour,  he  ran 
head-on  into  the  back  of  another 
touring  car.  In  the  second  traveling 
at  eighteen  miles  an  hour,  he  ran 
his  car  Into  a  steel  and  concrete 
pillar.  In  the  third,  hitting  nearly 
thirty  miles  an  hour,  he  ran  head- 
on  Into  a  stationary  small  automo- 
bile, badly  damaging  It.  In  each 
case  he  was  entirely  unharmed,  ex- 
cept for  slight  bruises  In  the  third 
collision. 

Custom-made  touring  cars  were 
equipped  with  Schlleff  bumpers  for 
the  tests.  An  electrical  Mining  de- 
vice registered  the  speed  of  the  cars 
Immediately  before  the  Impact. 

The  crash-absorber  resembles  an 
ordinary  steel  bumper  and  consists 
of  a  Huns  llilili  bar  of  solid  rubber 
attached  horizontally  to  the  chassis 
by  two  pairs  of  steel  "claws"  or 
"scissors."  On  Impact  tfie  rubber 
stretches,  spreading  the  scissors, 
and  thus  spending  most  of  the  Im- 
pact progressively  to  right  and  left 
before  it  reaches  the  chassis. 


A  distinct  trend  toward  the  low- 
swung  automobile,  pointed  radia- 
tors, long  wneclbases,  long  body 
lines  and  absence  of  top  heaviness 
will  mark  the  next  period  in  auto- 
mobile design  development,  accord- 
ing to  N.  E,  McDarby.  director  of 
sales  for  Auburn.

Similarly  precise  timing  was  neces- 
sary on  the  main  assembly  line  in 
order  that  new  parts  might  arrive 
as  required.

Prom  there  we  traveled  some  1J0O,  we  noticed  a  congregation  of  people 


to  1.400  miles  of  gravel,  in  some  cases 
even  rough  dirt,  except  in  the  vicini- 
ty of  Salt  Lake  City.  We  drove 
along  the  famous  Lincoln  Highway, 
which  Is  a  natural  roadway  chosen 
firstly  by  the  animals,  then  the  In- 
dians, and  later  by  the  pioneers  and 
present-day  motor  traffic.  The  high- 
est altitude  we  reached  on  this  road 
was  8300  feet,  quite  close  to  Chey- 
enne, about  100  miles  west  of  Ne- 
braska. 

Over  no  grade  from  Seattle  to  New 
York  was  it  necessary  to  change  to 
second  gear.  After  going  through 
the  stale  of  Nebraska  we  motored 
through  Iowa.  Indiana,  and  Into  Il- 
linois, and  from  Chicago  into  Toledo, 
i  |«  lland,  and  up  to  Erie,  P.i  W*l 
•truck  Cleveland  on  a  Sunday  after- 
noon, and  had  a  good  chance  to  see 
how  popular  the  lake  shore  is  with 
the  people  there.  The  traffic  was 
terrific. 

The  drive  from  Erie  to  Scranton. 
through  those  beautiful  Penasyl- 
vanlan  mountains,  is  almost  worth 
a  trip  In  Itself.  They  are  well  wood- 
ed, and  the  vegetation  Is  noticeably 
The  highway  tlirough  these 
mountains  Is  about  200  mile.,  long, 
and  is  ail  concrete.  Scranton.  Pa..  Is 
about  200  miles  west  of  New  York. 
■  nd  we  reached  there  on  June  23  at 
I  o'clock  In  the  afternoon,  having 


at  the  Battery  On  Inquiring  from 
a  policeman  what  was  the  cause  of 
the  excitement,  he  informed  us  that 
they  expected  a  Communist  rising, 
and  advised  us  to  vacate  as  soon  as 
we  could.  We  did.  and  the  next,day 
read  in  tha  paper  that  there  were 
quite  a  number  of  hospital  cases. 

One  of  the  most  delightful  places 
to  go  In'Nevr  York  is  the  Roxy  Thea- 
tre, which  in  Itself  is  worth  a  visit 
and  should  not  be  missed  on  account 
of  Us  orchestra  of  more  than  a  hun- 
dred pieces  and  the  excellent  ballet. 

We  next  went  to  Montreal,  the 
headquarters  of  the  company  I  rep- 
resent for  Canada.  This  took  us  a 
full  day.  and  we  passed  through  Al- 
bany. N.Y.,  the  capital  of  that  state. 
Business  there  is  not  at  all  good,  few- 
no  less  than  seven  large  motor  car 
dealers  have  gone  '  broke''  since  the 
beginning  of  the  year.  We  were  told 
that  the  prosperity  of  Albany  prac- 
tically denotes  the  prosperity  of  that 
state.

We  were  delighted  with  Ottawa 
and  had  a  chance  to  see  Its  beauties 
a'  .-.hown  around  ^y  a  resident 
who  took  great  pride  in  It,  The  plan 
of  the  Dominion  Government  to 
beautify  Ottawa  on  account  of  Its 
being  the  capital  Is  excellent,  and 
the  work  already  shows  to  advan-

The  Parliament  Buildings,  which 
were  destroyed  by  fire  during  the 
war  and  which  are  practically  com- 
pleted now,  are.  I  can  honestly  say. 
the  most  beautiful  buildings  of  their 
kind  we  have  seen  on  this  continent.

We  next  came  to  Toronto,  which  is 
growing  into  a  really  wonderful 
place,  and  giving  our  neighbors  to 
the  South  a  run  for  their  money  In 
the  way  of  city  planning,  extending 
so  rapidly  and  yet  keeping  Its  own 
personality. 

We  reached  Detroit  via  Hamilton, 
London  and  Windsor  When  driving 
in  Detroit  we  passed  the  Henry  Ford 
estate,  which  expends  for  several 
miles,  and  is  all  enclosed  In  a  very 
neat  fence.  The  house  Is  not  visible 
except  in  Winter,  when  the  foliage 
Is  off  the  trees.

The  Inhabi- 
tants of  the  corridor,  moreover,  are 
Polish  and  sent  Polish  deputies 
regularly  to  the  Oerman  Reichstag 
before  the  World  War. 

Nearly  12.000.000  tons  of  goods, 
amounting  to  nearly  a  half  of 
Poland's  foreign  trade,  passed 
through  the  corridor  last  year. 
Czechoslovakia  alone  sent  400,000 
tons  of  goods  through  the  corridor, 
thus  avoiding  Oerman  territory.

BERLIN  July  26 —The  Oerman 
Ford  Company  has  announced  an 
increase  in  turnover  of  55  per  cent 
in  the  half-year  ending  June  30, 
as  against  the  first  half  of  1929. 
This  advance  has  been  attained  in 
spite  of  the  fact  the  total  sales  of 
automobiles  In  Oermany  have  fallen 
22  per  cent.  Sixty-two  cars  are 
leaving  the  factory  dally  on  a  five- 
day  week  schedule  with  a  double 
shift  part  of  the  time. 

Fords  comprise  10.5  per  cent  of 
the  cars  sold  In  Germany  this 
Spring,  as  against  6.4  per  cent  a 
year  ago.  A  5  per  cent  reduction 
in  price  June  1  stimulated  sales 
markedly.  On  the  basis  of  the  half- 
year  it  is  estimated  the  year's  busl- 
tmt  will  amount  to  over  $14,000,000 
compared  with  $9,500,000  In  1929,  and 
n  little  over  $5,000,000  In  1928.

"Baked"  running  boards  are  one 
of  the  InnovaUojvi  designed  to  add 
long  life  to  automcbiles.  says  R.  Wil- 
son, cf  the  Motor  House.  De  Soto 
distributor  here.  As  developed  for 
De  Soto  sixes  and  straight  eights  by 
Chrysler  engineers,  the  baking  pro- 1 
cess  insures  a  running  board  with 
the  rubber  covering,  or  mat,  so  se- 
curely affixed  that  no  human  means 
can  pull  them  apart. 

A  universal  difficulty  with  running 
boards  has  frequently  been  the  for- 
mation of  "bubbles"  after  the  c»' 
has  been  in  service  a  while  Tt.es> 
"bubbloy"  blister-like  swellings  of 
the  rubber  mat,  show  that  the  rub- 
ber cement  has  failed  to  hold  it  to 
the  board.  Again,  under  old  meth- 
ods, the  rubber  mat  can  be  torn 
from  the  board  with  the  hand 

When  the  new  De  Soto  corrugated 
steel  running  board  was  perfected, 
a  special  cement  was  created  by  the 
engineers  for  attaching  the  rubber, 
and  then  new  machinery  was  de- 
vised for  putting  it  in  place  so  that 
it  would  not  corne  loose.  The  next 
problem  was'  to  obtain  Just  the  right 
amount  of  tackiness,  or  stickiness,  of 
the  cement,  and  to  apply  the  rubber 
to  to  the  board  under  absolutely 
equal  pressure  over  the  enUre  sur- 
face.

While  the  aggregate  of  new 
Canadian  bond  Issues  for  the  year 
to  date  is  approximately  28  per  cent 
tn  excess  of  the  Name  period  in 
1939,  the  offerings,  particularly  of 
high  grades,  have  been  readily 
taken  by  investors  and  prices  have 
Improved  slowly  and  steadily  since 
the  first  of  the  year.  The  amount 
of  new  Issues  of  government  and 
municipal  bonds  during  the  remain- 
ing months  of  the  year  will  prob- 
ably be  In  smaller  than  average 
volume  for  that  period  All  of  these 
factors  should  exercise  a  favorable 
Influence  on  Canadian  bond  prices 

Definite  plans  for  harnessing  the 
Pend  Oreille  River  have  been  filed 
by  the  West  Kootensy  Power  & 
Light  Company.  The  company* 
project  involves  the  construction  of 
two  dams  on  the  Pend  Oreille,  one 
near  it*  Junction  with  the  Colum- 
bia and  one  further  upstream.  To- 
gether, these  dama  would  develop  a 
continuous  volume  of  150,000  h  p 
with  a  maximum  part-time  develop- 
ment of  275,000  hp.  It  was  ex- 
plained that  the  company,  after 
securing  the  right  to  control  the 
river  with  two  dams,  could  later 
apply  for  a  change  of  plans,  allow- 
ing It  to  do  the  work  with  one  dam 
Whether  it  shall  do  so  will  depend 
on  engineering  Investigations. 

Lord  Melchett.  chairman  of  the 
advisory  committee  of  the  Interna- 
tional Nickel  Cempany  of  Canada 
Limited,  says  that  he  is  very  pleased 
with  the  situation  In  Canada,  and 
emphasizes,  for  the  information  of 
shareholders,  the  importance  of  the 
FTood  mine,  which  Is  now  beginning 
to  produce  on  a  large  scale.  Not 
only  will  the  large  reservo  of  high- 
grade  ore  at  this  mine  insure  smelt- 
ing of  Increased  output  It  required 
but.  in  addition,  the  emeltlng  of 
tills  rich  ore,  he  continues,  will  re- 
sult in  a  considerable  reduction  in 
costs  and  In  the  recovery  of  an  in- 
creased quantity  of  precious  metals.

Raspberries  sre  &rlllng  wholesale 
irom  $2  50  to  e3.80  per  crate,  accord- 
ing to  quality,  and  loganberries  at 
$2  50  per  crate. 

The  following  wire  was  received 
from  the  markets  commissioner  at 
Oal|  try:  "Two  days  of  cool  weather 
1 1 1  01  inagan  Valley  la  given  as  rea- 
son why  the  supply  of  cucumbers 
•  M  id  tomatoes  fell  away.  There 
is  a  good  demand  for  them  on  the 
Prairies  as  the  wcetber  la  exceed- 
ingly hot  and  salads  have  taken  the 
place  of  meat  as  a  diet.  Trt»  : 
bee  fairly  good  during  the  Uwt  tiirre 
weeks.  Oram  crop  prospects  are  bet  - 
ter.

The  low 
prices  quoted  from  Washington  on 
apples  and  pears  are  responsible  for 
an  Increased  movement.

A  few  boxes  of  Brill.»h 
Columbia  new  apples  are  arriving  tn 
mixed  cars.  These  are  Yellow  Trans- 
parent, and  are  as  yet  rather  small 
and  Immature  We  have  received 
two  full  cars  and  several  smaller 
lots  of  Yellow  Transparent  apples 
from  Washington.  These  are  larger 
and  of  more  mature  appearance  and 
are  selling  at  $2  75  to  $3  per  box 
O  grade.  Cars  of  British  Columbia 
fruits  and  vegetables  are  now  arriv- 
ing in  increasing  volume  containing 
apples,  cherrlef.  peaches,  aprirots, 
tomatoes  and  cucumbers,  also  new 
potatoes  and  other  vegetables.  Blng 
cherries  are  about  done  but  Lam- 
berts and  Windsors  are  fairly  plenti- 
ful. Tomatoes  are  holding  firm  and 
even  with  the  arrival  of  five  cars  of 
California  field  tomatoes  during  the 
last  eight  days,  the  demand  keep- 
lfigv  well  up  with  the  supply.

Roads  From  City  Vista  Gives  Way  to 
Wooded  Hills  and  Valleys 
of  Primeval  Forest 


Only  Few  Miles  From  City 


Every  Accommodation  for  Vacationists 


IT  ||  hard  Id  realize  in  the  ultraelvllized  Uff  we  live  that  barely 
twenty  miles  from  the  heart  of  the  olty  lies  forest,  quit ■• 
undisturbed  as  In  primeval  days.  Fev  cities  can  boast  the 
ssU&e  attraction,  none  with  the  same  scenic  advantage.  In  less 
than  an  hour  of  easy  driving  over  surfaced  roods  the  vista  of 
trim  lawns  and  man-made  gardens  givers  way  to  the  wooded  hills 
»nd  valleys  of  the  Sooke  district.  Though  Sooke  Harbor  is  rapidly 
advancing  In  Industrial  capacity  and  holds  a  glowing  future  as 
4  larming  area,  yet  It  will  be  many  years  before  the  claim,  that 
sheer  natural  beauty,  will  be  annuled. 


The  harbor,  to  which  the  wooded 
rails  run  down.  Is  divided  Into  two 
qfceeta  of  water,  those  of  lbs  tuna 
and  outer  harbors.

limited  size  Thr  Inner  harbor  is 
M.tet-  unl-s  wide  and  foui  miles  long, 
with  ample  water  in  every  pert 
Completely  protected  from  wind  and 
little  troubled  by  fog  these  waters 
are  ideally  suited  for  safe  anchorage 
to  vtBlting  yachts. 

Logging  opera\ions  were  certainly 
carried  on  in  the  district,  but  they 
took  place  long  before  the  advent  of 
thfl  devastating  "high-lead"  system, 
and  the  undergrowth,  little  damaged, 
has  grown  again  to  heal  the  scars  of 
man's  depredations.  The  farms  be- 
side the  road,  with  irregular  fields 
conforming  to  the  deposits  of  deep 
rich  loam,  serve  but  to  add  to  tha 
charm,  without  seeming  out  of  place 
In  the  broken  landscape. 

Shortly  before  entering  the  settle- 
ment of  Sooke  Harbor  the  highway 
crosses  the  Sooke  River  which,  rising 
far  back  in  the  hills,  flows  placidly 
between  the  Imprisoning  banks  to 
marked  contrast  to  the  hurrying  tor- 
rent that  forms  the  upper  reaches. 
Prom  Sooke  Harbor  the  road  con- 
tinues, winding  down  beside  the  sea. 
to  climb  a  shoulder  of  the  hill  and 
plunge  once  more  to  lower  levch, 
crossing  a  brawling  stream  under  an 
avenue  of  alder  and  maple.  Such 
famous  beauty  spots  as  Mulr  Creek. 
Otter  Point,  sea  shore  and  sylvan 
grove  are  passed  until  the  Jordan 
River  Is  reached,  the  site  of  the 
hydro-electric  plant  of  the  B  C. 
Electric  Railway  Company,  which 
supplies  light  ami  power  to  the  city 
of  Victoria.  Across  the  bridge  on  the 
hlghwav.  with  the  open  Pacific  roll- 
ing In  on  the  left,  the  read  continues 
on  until  coming  to  a  stop  at  the  con- 
struction camp.  Every  year  the  high- 
way is  pushed  forward  toward  the 
goal  of  Port  Renfrew,  and  ultimately 
Albernl. 

Tremendous  improvements  to  the 
whole  road  have  been  wrought  dur- 
ing the  last  year,  the  Intervening 
stretch  between  Sooke  and  Jordan 
River  being  now  changed  tl 
mere  trail  to  a  broad  and  well-sur- 
faced road.

Perhaps  the  traveler  wishes  to  go 
no  further  than  Sooke  Harbor,  and 
indeed  there  is  attraction  enough 
there  to  satisfy  the  most  ard- 
rationl.it.  The  Belvedere  Hotel, 
standing  on  a  privately-owned  plat- 
eau of  some  200- foot  elevation, 
boast*  thirty  modern  rooms,  com- 
manding a  magnificent  view  of  the 
Olympics  across  the  Strait*  of  Juan 
de  Fuca.  Oood  roads  bring  the  fa- 
mous Col  wood  goir  course  within 
thirty  minutes'  motoring,  and  tennis, 
swimming  and  bowling  are  added 
amusements.  The  salmon  traps,  op- 
erated a  short  distance  from  the 
hotel,  are  a  source  of  Interest  to 
hundreds  of  tourists  annually.  On 
application  to  the  management  per- 
mission may  be  secured  to  make  a 
trip  with  the  fishermen,  conditions 
permitting,  to  see  the  marvelous 
catches  or  salmon  and  many  curious 
forms  of  sea  life  that  the  traps  en- 
snare. A  privately-owned  green- 
house Insures  a  constant  supply  of 
green  vegetables  and  fruit  for  the 
hotel  table.    The  management  has 


allv  come  They  are  beautifully  sit- 
uated under  a  picturesque  grove  of 
spreading  maple  and  alder  trees  in 
natural  park-like  land.  Few  things 
xn  pa  re  with  the  bracing  atmo- 
sphere of  the  sea  breeze  that  sweeps 
In  from  the  open  sea.  tempered  by 
the  influence  of  the  famous  Japan- 
ese current  that  Ls  such  a  deciding 
factor  in  the  temperature  of  our 
shores.  Boating,  bathing  and  fish- 
ing are  to  be  had  at  their  best,  on 
one  side  of  the  spit  lying  the  shel- 
tered waters  of  U»e  harbor,  while 
outside  the  open  waters  tempt  the 
more  adventurous.  A  home  farm 
supplies  the  camp  with  fresh  milk, 
cream,  eggs,  vegetables  and  produce 
of  all  kinds.  Every  modern  conveni- 
ence has  been  installed,  including 
showers  and  water  laid  on.

A  privately-owned  beach  gives 
warm,  safe  bathing  for  small  kiddles, 
while  the  home  cooking  is  of  the 
highest  standard  Though  untouched 
by  the  ordinary  mutes  of  travel,  the 
Woodside  farm  Is  of  easy  access  by 
a  splendid  motor  road,  and  Is  con- 
nected by  telephone.

offers  splendid  accommodation  to 
visitors  either  In  cottages,  rooms  or 
tents.  Every  possible  convenience 
has  been  arranged:  tennis  court, 
tiding  ponies,  boats,  sailboats  and 
Evinrudes.  the  best  of  salmon  and 
trout  fishing,  warm,  safe  bathing 
from  good  beaches,  all  insure  real 
holiday  appetites  for  the  plentiful 
supply  or  fresh  milk,  cream  and  fruit 
procurable  on  the  farm.

PROBLEM  OF  PEACE 

IS  WRONGLY  MET 


Rumors  of  Danger  in  Other 
Countries  Provokes 
Bad  Feeling 


•  I  am  sometime*  filled  with  de- 
spair at  the  way  In  which  many  so- 
called  advocates  of  peace  approach 
the  problem  of  establishing  peace,'' 
Viscount  Cecil  said.  In  addressing  a 
meeting  arranged  by  the  Women* 
international  League  at  the  Queen's 
Hall,  London. 

•  Those  advocates  who  think  that 
a   few   well-aoundlng   phrases   will  j 
meet  a  case  that  is  fraught  with  the  | 
most  intricate  complications  come 
near  to  being  a  danger  in  them- 
selves." 

The  situation  regarding  arma- 
ments appeared  to  Lord  Cecil  ex- 
tremely disquieting  All  over  the 
wOrfd  were  signs  of  the  renewal  of 
a  state  of  thinking  winch  was  de- 
plorably dangerous  to  peace,  and 
the  power  of  slaughter  possessed  by 
the  people  of  today  was  greater  than 
it  was  in  1014 

"Competition."  Lord  Cecil  said, 
"does  not  only  mean  the  Increase  in 
death -dealing  power;  more  serious 
even  than  thu  Is  the  evidence  it  dis- 
plays of  the  lack  of  the  will  to  peace 
upon  which.  Ir.  the  end,  peace  de- 
pends. Competition  '~  the  greatest 
enemy  to  the  will  to  peace.  It  puts 
burdens  upon  people  and  colnci- 
dontly  a  great  campaign  of  arma- 
ments propaganda  Is  launched." 
MVmOD  NOW  MORE  SINISTER 

In  tins  propaganda  various  meth- 
ods were  'employed  to  influence 
thought  In  the  OhttM  direction.  Be- 
fore 1814  the  method  of  the  praise 
of  arms  and  the  glorification  of 
armed  f  ines  had  done  Its  intended 
work,  now  a  more  sinister  method 
was  employed  In  the  exaggerated 
rumor  of  danger  lurking  in  a  neigh- 
boring country.  Deliberate  fostering 
of  hatred  meant  that,  sooner  or 
later,  war  would  be  Inevitable. 

The  London  Naval  Conference, 
which  had  undoubtedly  accom- 
pluhed  much  that  was  of  value, 
had  been  carried  on.  he  declared,  in 
terms  of  fighting  rather  than  in  the 
terms  of  the  Kellogg  Pact  and  the 
League  Covenant,  which  were  the 
terms  of  peace. 

But  in  one  very  valuable  thing 
Lord  Cecil  saw  cause  for  encour- 
agement. 

We  are.*  he  said,  "safe  so  far 
from  the  greatest  of  all  Interna- 
tional dangers— the  grouping  of 
powers  Into  hostile  camps.  Oroups 
of  nations  were  the  certain  fore- 
runners of  war.  The  League  of 
Nations  was,  however,  the  greatest 
■  uemy  to  entangling  alliances. 
«.  <><>!>   tORCES  AT  WORK 

"We  have  great  adversaries,"  said 
Lord  Cecil.  "The  mass  of  profes- 
sional military  opinion  Is  against  us 
—which  >&  only  natural.  We  have 
lertnln  politicians  against  us  who 
prefer  to  believe  that  the  safest 
course  toward  peace  Ilea  in  the  prep- 
aration for  war.  We  have  great  fi- 
nancial Interests  which  are  too  In- 
volved In  the  making  of  armaments 
la  be  anything  but  against  us.  But 
I  do  not  doubt  that,  if  we  fall  to 
pursue  our  campaign  now.  In  spite 
of  all  these  things,  we  may  have 
lost  our  opportunity  forever.  Very 
little  has  so  far  been  accomplished; 
but  we  are  strengthened  by  the 
knowledge  that  on  our  side  are  all 
the  forces  of  civilization,  of  pro* 
deuce,  of  morality,  of  religion,  and 
by  their  aid  we  shall  win,  ao  only 
as  we  are  true  to  ourselves."

The  style  is  very  rich  Gothic  perpendicular  and  contains  eleven  courts  or  quadrangles,  covering  in  all  about 
eight  acres.  The  Clock  Tower  is  316  feet  high  ami  forty  feet  square;  the  clock  has  four  dials,  each  22J/a 
feet  in  diameter,  with  figures  two  feet  long.  The  hour  hands  are  nine  feet  long  and  the  minute  hands  four- 
feet     The  great  Victoria  Tower  on  the  southwest  angle  is  336  feet  h.gh.

Whether  It  Is  legal  for  a  drug 
store  to  allow  poisons  to  be  taken 
from  a  slot  machine  outside  Its  shop 
was  decided  by  Judge  Crawford  at 
Edmonton  County  Court,  London.

The  society*  case  was  that  the 
business  of  a  chemist  and  druggist 
must  be  conducted  by  a  qualified 
chemist,  and  an  automatic  machine 
was  not  a  qualified  chemist,  Mr 
Glyn- Jones  ifor  the  society >  said 
that  the  use  of  these  mi 
enormously  extensive. 

In  his  written 
Crawford  said: 

"In  my  Judgment,  the  defendant 
carried  on  the  business  of  a  chemist 
and  druggist  through  the  medium 
of  an  automatic  machine,  through 
whlrh  he  sold  to  the  public  a  dan- 
gerous poison.  The  rvldence  satis- 
fies me  that  any  child  tall  enough 
to  place  the  coin  In  the  alot  and 
take  a  bottle  could  do  so  without 
the  knowledge  of  the  defendant  or 
any  person  in  hla  employment.  Be- 
yond aU  question  thia  ought  not  te 
be  allowed  to  continue."

THE  scene  l*  the  shop  of  a  world-famous 
London  jeweler  A  well-dressed.  good 
looking  woman  of  attractive  personality 
drive*  up  In  a  luxurious  car  and  enters  the 
shop  8he  asks  to  see  some  valuable  ring*. 
The  jeweler  bows  and  brings  forward  a  tray 
containing  some  splendid  specimens  The 
woman  takes  her  time  and  chats  animatedly 
oncernlng  Jewel*  and  Jewelry  Evidently  she 
knows  what  she  is  t Biking  about  The  Jeweler 
is  Impressed  Then  comes  the  Important  mo- 
ment No  one  else  is  In  the  shop.

But  before  she  can  reach  It.  a  girl  atepa  In 
front  of  her  The  girl  demands  that  she  shall 
not  leave  with  a  stolen  r,lng  There  la  en  in- 
fant furious  scene,  with  the  customer  acting 
her  part  beautifully,  but  the  girl  detective  1* 
mststant.  and  the  telephone  Is  used  to  bring  in 
the  police.  The  woman  1*  searched;  the  ring 
U  found  It  bears  the  private  mark  of  the 
r*Hr,  and  in  due  course  the  woman  suffers 
for  her  knavery. 

Yat  she  knew  there  waa  no  one  else  In  the 
•hop.   How  was  she  observed? 

On  the  wall  facing  the  customer's  side  of  the 
counter  was  a  large.  old-fa*hloned  oil  painting. 
The  eyes  of  the  figure  had  been  cut  out  of  the 
canvas,  and  when  customers  were  In  the  shop 
those  of  a  clever  girl  with  idea.-,  and  good  eve 
f.lght  were  substituted  The  Jeweler  had  been 
bitten,  and  now  proven  hLs  shyness  with  the 
help  of  the  girl  In  question 

This  Is  an  experience  out  of  my  own  police 
career,  and  It  serves  to  Illustrate  how  clever 
are  the  women  de  tec  Uvea  privately  employed. 
Everyone  knows  that  there  are  official  women 
UJillJllm.  *nd  I  shall  deal  with  them  later, 
but  few  people  realise  to  what  extent  private

Yard  brought  about  their  arrest,  and  I  can  say 
now  that  information  was  quietly  dropped  to 
Scotland  Yard  by  a  very  smart  woman  private 
detective  belonging  to  one  of  the  big  stores. 
Scotland  Yard  sent  It  Immediately  to  South- 
end, and  the  gang— every  one  of  which  had  a 
number  of  convictions  to  her  credit- waa  ar- 
rested. 

I  know  many  of  these  girl*,  in  fact,  a  con- 
siderable number  of  them  have  served  under 
me  or  been  trained  among  my  team  of  women 
operatives  at  some  time  or  other.  For  eighteen 
months  I  served  a*  head  house  detective  at.  one 
of  the  largest  places  In  the  West  End  of  Lon- 
don, and  my  assistants  were  mainly  women.  I 
had  ample  opportunity  of  studying  them  and 
their  methods  against  the  woman  crook,  and 
I  have  been  amared.  Over  and  over  again  I 
have  seen  and  recognized  a  ttait-whlch  I 
might  call  fellne-whlch  one  never  sees  in  a 
man  watcher  I  have  seen  a  woman  detective 
stalk  a  woman  crook  from  department  to  de- 
partment. It  was  most  fascinating  I  could 
not  but  follow  myself  and  watch,  with  almost 
breathless  interest,  for  the  psychological  mo- 
ment 

In  some  place*  definite  rules  and  method* 
are  laid  down,  but  generally  It  is  all  left  to  the 
initiative  of  the  detective.  Of  course,  during 
sale  time*  and  at  Christmas,  the  watch  1*

bogus  dance  clubs,  to  investigate  maasage  es- 
tablishment*—all  too  frequently  hotbeds  of 
vice — fortune  tellers,  beauty  specialist*,  doctors 
with  curious  degrees  and  extraordinary  faiths 
ond  methods,  and  so  on.  It  must  be  remem- 
bered that  women  are  peculiarly  the  prey  of 
certain  type*  of  quack  medico*,  psycho- 
analyses and  other  "get-rlch-ouick  mer- 
chant*, and  In  such  cases  women  detectives 
are  Invaluable 

They  work  generally  in  conjunction  with  a 
superior  man  detective  officer,  and  their  re- 
port* are  examined  and  worked  on  in  pre- 
cisely the  same  manner  as  with  men  detec- 
tives They  are.  however,  lee*  frequently 
called  upon  to  give  evidence,  and  are  kept  out 
of  the  undesired  limelight  a*  much  as  pos- 
sible. 

They  are  up  against  things  to  a  greater  ex- 
tent than  men  Their  physical  strength  is  of 
no  use  to  them  In  a  rough-house,  although 
their  Ju-Jitsu  and  other  tricks  will  always 
serve  to  protect  themselves.  8o  they  go  leas 
into  the  queer  haunts.  And  another  Interest- 
ing point  about  them  ts  that  women  will  rarely 
help  them.  Just  as  women.  In  a  general  senae. 
prefer  men  doctors,  to  men  detectives  can  se- 
cure result*  from  women  which  a  woman  de- 
tective could  never  get. 

Maybe  this  1*  a  new  and  coming  profession 
for  the  right  type  of  girl.

e-p»HOUOH  Professor  Louis  Alien,  PhD. 
1  MA.  teaches  French  at  University  of  To- 
ronto, he  believes  that  Esperanto  eventually 
will  wipe  out  the  babel  of  hundreds  of  world 
tongues,  and  become  the  common  language 
of  all  the  nation* 

In  proof  of  that  he 
point*  to  the  fact  that  It 
is  steadily  becoming  more 
popular. 

How  Esperanto  became 
the  universal  language  In 
a  Russian  prison  camp  was 
dlscosed  In  an  Incident 
which  happened  to  Profes- 
sor Allen  in  1823. 

Along  with  a  number  of 
Spanish  students  of  the 
sixen  universal  language  he  was 
returning  to  Paris  from  the  Nuremberg  Es- 
peranto conference  where.  Incidentally,  he  had 
paid  a  million  marks  for  a  night's  lodging.  At 
that  lime,  owing  to  the  collapse  of  the  cur- 
rency, the  Oerman*  had  imposed  an  export 
duly  upon  even  the  smallest  artlelee.

The  Oerman.  so 
It  turned  out.  had  been  held  a  prisoner  In  a 
Russian  internment  camp  during  the  war. 
There  were  a  number  of  different  national* 
there.  One  of  them  was  an  Espcrantist.  He 
taught  the  others.  Esperanto  became  not  only 
the  common  tongue  of  the  prisoners,  but  It 
provided  a  linguistic  medium  which  their 
guards  did  not  understand 

||  seems  there  Is  a  camaraderie,  an  esprit - 
de-eorps  among  students  of  Esperanto,  which 
in  Itself  l»  valuable,  for  the  Oerman  customs 
man  refused  to  take  the  export  fee.  now  freely 
proffered  by  the  Spaniard. 

As  bearing  out  his  contention  that  Esper- 
anto has  become  Increasingly  pop"1*""-  Profes- 
sor Allen  points  to  the  fact  that  more  than 
1.000.000  text  book*  have  been  sold  and  Es- 
peranto "consuls"  are  to  be  found  In  1,0  | 
towns  In  nine  countries. 
Esperanto  Is  taught. 

Bom  in  Penetang.  Oeorglan  Bay.  Prof.

WHEN  l he  members  of  the  Canadlsn  Au- 
thors' Association  gathered  In  Montreal 
for  their  three-day  annual  convention  recently, 
It  was  WUUsm  D.  Lighthall.  K.C..  LUD.. 
P  RS  L..  F.R  S.C .  who  wielded  the  presidential 
jearl-handled  gavel  or  the  qulll-shaf ted  Pega- 
tus  hoof — or  whatever  It  1*  that  is  used  to  keep 
authors  In  order  when  necessary.  He  Is  s 
worthy  occupant  of  a  position  of  eminence 
held  by  men  of  distinction. 

Dr  Lighthall  Is  a  descendant  of  a  well- 
known  old  Pennsylvania  family  who  trace  their 
origin  even  further  back  than  their  ancestors' 
arrival  this  side  of  the  Atlantic  in  the  days  of 
the  Pilgrim  Fathers  Mrs  Lighthall.  a  most 
gracious  hostess,  was  Ml*s  Wilkes,  grand- 
daughter of  Rev  Dr.  Henry  Wilkes,  a  famous 
Montreal  Congregational  minister  whose  elo- 
quence and  paator  efficiency  are  still  remem- 
bered 

The  wide  interests  and  scholarship  af  the 
subject  of  this  sketch  admirably  qualify  him 
I  or  leadership  of  such  a  body.  An  ardent  anti- 
quarian, he  ha*  shown  unremitting  seal  and 
energy  in  seeking  out  historical  sites  In  old 
VI lie  Marie,  ss  Montreal  was  once  known,  and 
seeing  that  they  are  properly  marked  with 
commemorative  tablet*.  Thl*  service  resulted 
some  years  ago  in  his  election  to  the  presidency 
oi  the  Montreal  Antiquarian  and  Numismatic 
Society,  m  which  he  Is  still  prominent. 

Civic  distinction  came  to  him  as  s  matter  of 
course.  During  his  three  years  as  Mayor  of 
WeaUnount  he  founded  the  Union  of  Canadian 
Municipalities.  But  a  list  of  his  many  and

i  outh  Is  Busy  Creating 
the  Theatre  of 
Future 

T) REACHING  the  art  of  the  new  theatre. 
1  Roy  Mitchell,  once  director  of  Hart  House 
Theatre,  returned  recently  to  Toronto  and  ex- 
changed ideas  with  scores  of  his  friends  and 
players  In  Toronto's  little  theatre  movement 
Mr.  Mitchell,  who  now  lives  In  New  York,  has 
become  one  of  those  who 
have  spontaneously  thrown 
themselves  Into  the  evolu- 
tion of  the  theatre.  Re- 
cently he  published  a  new 
book  called  "The  Creative 
Theatre,"  which  is  causing 
something  of  a  sensation 
among  those  who  are  in- 
terested in  the  fortunes  of 
the  stage. 

However.  Mr.  Mitchell, 
uho  ha*  a  large  and  whole-  «ov  .wiTcntti. 
some  sense  of  humor,  has  no  false  notion 
about  the  popularity  or  distribution  of  his 
book.  During  his  Toronto  visit  he  described 
It  as  a  book  "which  has  created  a  tremendous 
sensation  among  a  very  few  people  Address- 
ing the  ladles  or  the  Heliconian  Club.  Mr. 
Mitchell  said. 

"I  could,  of  course,  assume  that  everyone 
of  you  here  has  read  my  book  Perhaps  you 
have.  But  when  I  go  back  and  look  at  n«y 
royalty  sheets  I  shall  decide  that  you  have  all 
read  my  book  and  have  all  read  the  same 
copy." 

Deeply  stirred  when  he  ha*  a  sympathetic 
audience,  especially  of  those  who  hsve  worked 
In  or  with  the  theatre.  Mr  Mit-  liell  has  also 
had  to  make  the  best  of  it  when  his  audience 
was  not  too  finely  attuned  to  him  or  to  his 
subject. 

•The  big  mistake  we  have  been  making 
about  the  theatre,'  he  says.  "I*  that  we  have 
all  agreed  that  It  must  pay.  and  pay  hand- 
somely. Recently  a  theatrical  magnate  died 
In  New  York  and  left  a  fortune  of  forty  mil- 
lions. That  Is  a  small  fortune  compared  with 
some  that  have  been  made  in  the  theatre.  But 
museum*  don't  pay.  Art.  galleries  don't  pay. 
Libraries  don't  pay.  Then  why  should  the 
theatre  pay?  If  art  galleries  had  to  pay  wa 
can  Imagine  the  kind  of  picture*  that  would 
have  to  be  hung  on  their  waHs  If  libraries 
had  lo  pay  w»  can  imagine  the  kind  of  book 
that  would  have  to  be  put  on  their  shelves 
And  berauae  the  theatre  had  to  pay.  we  got 
'he  »ort  of  drama  that  we  haee  today. 

"Nevertheleas.  there  ha*  never  before  been 
so  great  a  day  In  the  theatre  The  movie*  anrt 
the  talkie*  have  not  killed  the  theatre  It  «•« 
already  dying  and  they  have  given  It  the  coup 
de  grace  But  now  when  the  stage  has  never 
been  at  so  low  an  ebb.  never  ha*  the  study  of 
•he  theatre  been  taken  so  seriously  In  twenty- 
nine  universities  In  America  the  theatre  la  now 
a  course  of  study  Never  in  the  history  of  the 
stage  ha*  that  hapt>ened  before.  Never  haw 
the  young  poop*  o«  1*1  *°*d  been  so  intense- 
ly Interested  In  the  theatre  Nat  In  the

FAR  away  In  the  nortiiland.  500  miles  be- 
yond Winnipeg,  three  days  by  canoe  from 
the  railway,  Is  the  little  trading  post  of  Cum- 
berland House  Near  the  little  log  cabins,  lr 
a  wilderness  setting  of  dark  green  Jackplm 
against  the  matchless  blue  of  sky  and  lake 
stands  one  of  the  tallest  flag  mast*  In  Canada 
When  the  nation  celebrated  Confederation 
and  cltltens  and  soldiers  marched:  wher, 
pageantry  In  revealing  history  made  history 
anew,  and  when  radio  hook-upa  broadcast  Ot- 
tawa s  bell-toned  message  to  the  world,  a  little 
gathering  of  frontiersmen  and  women  held  a 
flag-raising  ceremony  In  the  wilderness  so  far 
away  that  It  wa*  scarce  heard  of  on  the  "out- 
side." They  raised  a  white  mast  more  thar 
120  feel  in  height  and  Ihe  red  ensign  unfurled 
and  fluttered  in  the  breese.  Indiana  twelve 
mile*  away  saw  the  magic  red.  white  and  blue 
flying  on  lop  of  the  world,  and  marvelled  on 
the  ways  of  the  white  man.

8he  floated  down,  rather  slid,  lightly  as  a 
ballet  dancer  gilding  across  the  stage,  and  came 
to  a  halt  as  gently  as  a  butterfly  landing  on  a 
flower.  That's  not  an  exaggeration.  It  was 
marvellous  airmanship  on  the  part  of  these 
Germans  One  did  not  need  to  know  dirigibles 
:o  recognise  that.  It  was  superb. 

The  monster  had  actually  come  to  rest— Us 
forward  gondola  grasped  by  fifty  men  who 
stretched  aloft  and  held  as  tf  actually  carrying 
this  huge  bulk  on  their  shoulders— before  a  line 
came  tumbling  out  of  a  trap  door  on  the  under 
curve  of  the  bow  Just  below  the  snout.  Other 
lines  followed  from  the  sides  aft.  As  soon  as 
they  were  held,  a  couple  of  hundred  men  start- 
ed to  march  in  the  wake  of  a  lead  man  carry- 
ing a  green  flag,  and  they  simply  marched  the 
Zeppelin  to  the  stub  mast 

I  liave  seen  many  a  drunk's  arrest— in  the 
eld  days — cause  considerably  more  effort 

The  Graf's  snout  was  snubbed  to  the  peak 
of  the  stub  mast  with  what  seemed  a  flick  of 
the  wrist.

ZR2;  and  bgf  sturdy,  bigger,  more  youthful 
*isier,  the  Oraf  Zeppelin,  sturdy  old-timer  of 
the  skies  who  has  made  eight  ocean  crocsmga 
nnd  cavorted  more  than  100.000  miles  in  aerial 
vagabondage. 

A  few  sidelight,  and  Impressions  on  the  ap- 
pearance and  handling  of  these  great  aircraft 
is  timely  In  view  of  the  near  arrival  of  the 
hlCO—  ft  r  few  Canadians  have  seen  these 
•erene  and  buoyant  bags  of  gas 

An  acquaintance  with  aeroplanes  does  not 
really  give  one  a  knowledge  In  advance  of 
cirtglbles.  so  different  are  the  values  Involved. 
There  is  as  much  difference  between  a  mono- 
plane and  one  of  these  big  balloons  as  there  Is 
between  a  *ea  flea  and  the  Mauretanla  or  be- 
tween a  canoe  with  n  kicker  and  an  upper  lakes 
freighter 

Lakehurst  la  about  half-way  between  New 
York  and  ACantIc  City.  Although  a  naval  base 
it  Is  not  rn  the  ccost.  but  seme  ten  miles  In- 
land. This  air  3tatlcn  Is  simply  a  large  patch  cf 
fhaggy  prntrle  shaved  out  from  a  land  of  those 
scrubby  Jcr.ry  pines. 

In  the  middle  of  this  prairie— like  the  vast 
earn' in  which  seme  farmer  Oargantua  kept 
dinosaurs  for  fattening— stands  the  hangar 
which  is  the  harbor  of  these  llghier-than-alr 
liners  It  Is  a  blr  brute  of  a  building  indrcd. 
is  unadorned  :n  outline  a.  n  tin  gamer.  It  has 
largs  windows  of  the  factory  type  running  In 
parallel  raws  along  the  sides.  It  Is  a  giant 
house  of  steel  and  glass,  with  cxt-aordlnory 
doors  at  each  end,  of  which  mr>re  later. 

Away  over  en  the  edge  of  the  prairie  stands 
a  string  of  naval  buildings  They  could  not  be 
anything  rise  but  navel  They  have  that  look. 
Here.  Inland,  live  the  officers,  marines  and

My  introduction  to  the  big  sh?d  was  at  night. 
I  had  seen  »:.  driving  along,  for  a  couple  of 
miles  and  more,  its  windows  showing  light  like 
a  factory  But  I  had  no  idea  of  its  size.  Satts- 
lylng  th»  marine  sentries  absorbed  one'*  atten- 
tion until  the  hangar  toa  reached  and  en* 
ttooj  rtjht  under  Ha  shadow.  Then  Indeed  II 
loomed  up  overhead,  a  mountain  In  a  r.eld.

door  Is  177  feet  high.  138  feet  across  and  77 
leet  deep.  The  depth  Is  worth  noting  It  con- 
sists of  a  solid  concrete  carriage  on  the  out- 
s.dj  on  wheels  wldch  run  on  the  rails  afore- 
said. This  carriage  Is  part  of  the  door.  From 
this  concrete  base  run  steel  buttresses  to  the 
top  of  the  doors.  Door  and  base  are  a  unit. 

On  each  concrete  base  Is  a  motor  A  man 
mounts  Into  the  small  cubicle,  starts  the  motor 
r.nd  slowly  slides  the  doors  open  on  the  rails. 
That  needs  power.  For  each  door,  with  Its 
steel  support*  and  concrete  undercarriage, 
weighs  640  tons.  Compare  these  skyscraper 
doers  with  the  huge  lock  gates  of  the  new 
Welland  Canal,  each  of  which  weighs  454  tons. 

Gulliver  In  Brobdlngnag  did  not  meet  a  place 
like  this. 

I  entered  In  the  gloom— for.  at  night,  it 
always  seems  to  be  gloomy.  Why.  I  don't 
quite  know,  unless  It  Is  for  safety  reasons. 
The  Los  Angeles  packs  helium,  a  non-inflam- 
mable gas.  Maybe  r.t  that  extreme  care  is 
taken  against  fire.  But  the  Graf  Zeppelin, 
bloated  with  highly  Inflammable  hydrogen.  Is 
a  floating  sack  of  dynamite. 

When  the  Craf  Zeppelin  was  in  the  hangar 
cr  approaching  It,  news  photographers  were 
compelled  to  wear  either  gym  shoes  or  rubbers 
1.-st  on  the  steel  a  nail  in  their  rootwear  strike 
a  dangerous  spark.  Lighting  a  cigarette  with- 
in shrieking  distance  of  the  big  bag  meant  a 
coarse  roar  from  a  marine.  Cars  coming  close 
v.  ere  chased  off  as  dangerous. 

And  yet  when  Hcrr  Bckener,  the  grizzled 
e!d  air  dog  in  the  fsded  blue  suit,  climbed  out 
uf  the  control  below  the  bow  of  the  Graf  after 
arriving  from  Pernambueo.  he  lighted  a  cigar- 
ette almost  as  hla  feet  touched  terra  flrma.  He 
should  have  known  better%  If  anyone  did.  but 
::  just  shews  you.  And  not  a  marine  si!d  a 
word  to  him. 

But  coming  bark  into  the  hangar,  away  up 
nrar  the  roof,  all  around  was  a  string  of  light*. 
Down  near  the  ground  It  was  dim  and  eerie. 
Above  one  loomed  the  Los  Angeles.  Its  round- 
ed bulk  stretched  away  and  aloft.  Bulk,  yet 
with  an  indescribable  effect  of  fragility,  of 
lightness,  tethered  to  the  ground  lest  it  soar 
and  take  the  building  with  it. 

Men  aere  Just  finishing  the  hooking  up  of 
a  small  monoplane  to  the  bottom  of  the  dirig- 
ible, a  little  forward  the  central  engine  gon- 
dola. It  hung  from  the  big  bag  like  a  drr.gon- 
lly  <iln  Ting  to  the  belly  of  a  horse. 


Harvel  of  Handling  nn  Mnhlp 

CN  the  other  side  of  the  Los  Angeles 
against  the  far  wall,  were  a  couple  of  fat, 
tquat,  naval  blimps  They  looked  like  poodle 
pupa  compared  with  the  majesty  of  this 
chained  liner. 

For  the  L.A..  as  she  Is  called  affectionately 
at  Lakehurst.  was  chained  strongly  though 
lightly.  Here  appeared  the  marvel  of  the  han- 
ding of  these  airships.  For  the  central  engine 
condole  was  anchored  down  to  a  little  flat 
t:olley  which  ran  on  slotted  rails.  8*. eel  spider 
l.Tifs  ran  down  from  the  ship's  sides  to  heavy 
::eel  cylinders,  linked  together  and  runn'ng 
parallel  on  each  aide,  close  to  the  floor.  These

lengths  of  coupled  steel  were  atso  on  wheels 
which  also  ran  alcnj  slotted  rails  All  these 
rails  ran  out  through  the  doors  for  hundreds  of 
feet  along  the  prairie.  The  slick  smoothness 
of  the  whole  arrangement  was  to  become  ap- 
parent when  the  L  A.  was  launched. 

This  arrangement  of  cables  and  rails  was 
tnough  to  hold  the  ship.  but.  in  anticipation  of 
the  take-off  shortly,  her  snout  was  attached  to 
the  new  mobile  mooring  mast,  which  Is  the  In- 
vention of  the  United  states  Navy  and  alleged- 
ly a  most  important  contribution  to  the  science 
of  the  land  handling  of  dirigibles. 

This  mast  Is  a  stub  affair  compared  with  the 
tall  mast  which  has  been  erected  at  St.  Hubert, 
which  no  doubt  will  continue  to  have  useful- 
ness for  lioldlng  a  ship  when  the  latter  cannot 
be  put  in  a  hangar  in  a  high  wind  This  stub 
U  perhaps  sixty  feet  high,  not  much  more.  It 
is  a  sturdy  tripod,  the  three  legs  planted  In  a 
vide  steel  platform  which  is  supported  on 
caterpillar  wheels  of  the  tractor  variety.  The 
whole  is  driven  by  a  motor  on  the  bridge,  if 
you  like  to  call  it  that,  of  this  huge  land  crab 
which  holds  and  hauls— or  pushes— an  an- 
chored dirigible  wirh  the  ease  with  which  one 
of  those  tiny  platform  motors  hauls  a  string 
of  express  truckletv 

It  Is  said  that  this  stub  mast  has  cut  down 
the  number  of  men  required  to  dock  a  dirigible 
from  400  to  sixty.  That  may  be.  but  there  were 
certainly  200  men  involved  In  the  letting  loose 
of  the  Los  Angeles  and  the  tying  up  of  the 
Graf,  both  of  which  operation.?  I  had  the  good 
fortune  to  see. 

Let  us  now  put  the  time  at  one-thirty  In  the 
morning  The  Los  Angeles  Is  to  take  the  air 
in  an  hour.  There  Is  a  legend  that  thus  Amer- 
lron  gas  bag  docs  not  like  to  play  stablemate 
to  the  hydrogen-Ailed  Graf.  The  story  goes 
that  she  always  clears  out  of  th?  Inflammable 
vicinity  when  the  big  German  ship  comes  to 
lakehurst.  That,  too,  may  be,  but  the  L  A.  has 
a  date  next  day  at  Washington.  Bo  she  to  to 
leave  at  two-thirty,  hours  before  the  dawn. 

Bugles  sound.  Navy  stuff.  Marines  and 
gobs  In  working  negligee  sift  into  the  hangar. 
It  Is  as  dim  as  ever.  There  Is  no  a:  tempt  to 
throw  further  light  on  the  subject.  In  this 
tend -darkness,  for  the  lights  near  the  roof  fall 
to  penetrate  to  these  vast  depths  below,  the 
men  set  about  letting,  the  ship  ready  for 
moving. 

It  is  all  very  casual  and  mysterious,  as  these 
pigmy  men  In  groups.  Utile  black  ghosts,  move 
about  beneath  the  body  of  the  monster.  They 
do  not  ■rem  to  do  anythin;  very  particular, 
simply  fiddle  about  with  this  line  or  that; 
start  the  propellers;  man  the  different  aUUons. 
Whistlea  sound  and  petty  officers  roar  througn 
small  megaphones  with  echoing  ohouta  from 
fore  and  aft  Big  flashlights  show  tiere  and 
there.  Sometimes  a  blue  light  or  a  red  flashes 
m  some  signal  I  don  t  understand 

The  huge  doors  open,  slowly  as  great  snails, 
with  a  ponderous  rumbling  You  can  t  rush 
I. M0  tons  of  steel  and  concrete  apart  as  you 
would  awing  a  screen  door. 

Water  ballast  pours  from  the  innards  cf  the 
dirigible  with  a  great  splaahimr 


Is  shouting  back  and  forth  as  more  water  pours 
out  of  her  fore  and  aft.  At  last  she  Is  balanced. 

"AU  right!  Let  her  go." 

•  Let  go  aft!" 

The  word  la  passed  along.  Lines  are  cast  off. 
.  The  stem  begins  to  rise  slowly. 
"Let  go  at  the  bow!" 

The  shout  goe»up  to  the  man  at  the  snub- 
bing post  in  the  peak  of  the  mobile  mast.  He 
pulls  a  lever,  pulls  out  a  hook  or  does  some- 
thing equally  simple. 

At  any  rate,  slowly,  quietly,  majestically,  the 
loosened  dirigible  rises.  It  gtvea  one.  on  the 
ground,  that  queer  feeling  of  a  fast  elevator. 
It  does  not  rise  far.  scarcely  ten  feet,  it  seems, 
above  the  stub  mast  before  a  bell  rings  in  the 
control  gondola. 

Five  sets  of  propeners  begin  to  whir  cn  the 
five  engine  gondolas  There  Is  the  roar  of  the 
five  engines,  but  they  do  not  sound  like  the 
roar  of  aeroplane  motors  Not  nearly  so  loud. 
I  mean

Tricks  by  Which  Yon 

Can  Assist  Your 

Memory 

sKFtXTB  nr.nory  may  often  play  tricks  on 
1  you  If  so.  there  are  tricks  to  help  your 
memory.  Practically  everyone  uses  every  day 
■ome  kind  of  device  to  help  to  remember,  for 
example,  dates,  numbers  on  houses,  telephone 
numbers,  monument*  and  trade  marks.  The 
success  of  advertising  depends  not  only  upon 
arousing  attention  but  also  upon  creating  last- 
ing impressions  Most  high  school  and  college 
»ork  depends  upon  successful  memorisation 

Many  kinds  of  artificial,  or  formal,  mnemon- 
ic devices  have  been  developed.  By  means  of 
some  of  these  schemes  seemingly  amazing 
things  can  be  done  by  almost  any  person  of 
fair  intelligence  who  Is  willing  to  devote  two 
or  three  hours  to  mastering  them 

Professor  David  Spence  Hill,  who  la  a  mem- 
ber of  the  American  Psychological  Association 
r.nd  former  president  of  the  Southern  Society 
for  Philosophy  and  Psychology,  presents  in  the 
Scientific  American  the  details  of  a  mnemonic- 
system  which  he  built  upon  the  following  two 
principles  of  psychology. 

First,  whatever  we  learn  must  be  related  to 
something  we  know  already  This  principle  is 
technically  called  the  "doctrine  of  appercep- 
tion- 
Second,  thoughts  once  vividly  brought  to- 
gether in  consciousness  tend  to  persist.  This 
is  the  principle  of  "association." 

I  The  first  nine  words  of  the  system  shown 
within  the  box  begin  with  the  letters  of  the 
alphabet  In  numerical  order.  For  examp\e  A 
is  No.  1  of  the  alphabet  (Airi;  B  la  No.  3 
•  Bar);  C  is  No.  3  (Car),  and  so  on.  In  the 
fir.f  nin*  mn*nv»nt<-«  »h*  fins!  »  ha-  rv>  par- 
ticular significance. 

II.  Final  N  always  represents  sero,  Including 
and  after  the  tenth  mnemonic.  For  example, 
the  tenth  mnemonic  Is  Acorn,  twentieth 
mnemonic  Is  Bun.  thirtieth  mnemonic  Is  Can. 
fortieth  is  Dun.  fiftieth  mnemonic  la  Emulsion 

IDT.  Including  and  after  the  tenth  mnemonic, 
foe  the  numerals,  either  the  Initial  or  final  A 
always  stands  for  1.  B  for  2.  C  for  3.  D  for  4. 
E  for  5.  F  for  9,  O  for  7.  H  tor  9,  I  for  V,  and 
N  for  Zero.  For  example,  the  eleventh  mnem- 
onic Is  Ambrosia;  the  twentieth  is  Bun;  the 
twenty-fifth  is  B.  and  so  on. 

"The  above  facta."  Professor  Hill  says,  "make 
It  easy  to  fix  permanently  in  mind  the  whole 
list  of  mnemonics,  each  In  IU  proper  number 
or  order.  After  accomplishing  this,  then  pic- 
ture with  as  vivid  imagination  as  possible,  what 
each  mnemonic 'stands  for  Air.  picture  for 
example,  a  tank  of  compressed  air;  Bar.  a  pig 
iron  bar.  Car,  a  railroad  box  car;  Ear,  your 
own  right  ear,  and  so  on  through  the  list,  mak- 
ing up  your  own  lUt  of  associations.  Make

8uch  words  are 
easy  to  memorise  after  you  have  heard  them 
read  once,  very  slowly,  with  the  number  of  each 
word  spoken  ss  It  Is  read,  and  after  you  have 
pictured  each  word  with  a  mnemonic  in  con- 
secutive order. 

When  the  first  word  has  been  read  'say. 
"floor*')  immediately  imagine  strongly,  some 
picture  connecting  Air  'mnemonic  No  1)  with 
floor.  Perhaps  you  will  visualise  "an  air  tank 
tn  the  middle  of  the  floor  "  AfNr  definitely 
forming  this  mental  picture,  say  -all  right"  as 
the  signal  for  the  second  word  to  be  spoken. 
Suppose  the  second  word  la  dog  Thereupon 
imagine  vividly  a  dog  being  struck  by  an  Iron 
tar  (Bar  is  mnemonic  No  3-  Say  "all  right 
again,  and  then  call  for  the  third  word.  What- 
ever It  means  to  you  is  to  be  similarly  asso- 
ciated with  the  third  mnemonic  (Can.  This 
process  Is  to  be  continued  throughout  the  list.

He  and  Shing  have  marvelous  times  racing 
with  the  carriages.  Up  and  down  they  tear, 
wheels  soueaklng  and  .  arrmgr.  saving  The 
poor  babies  don't  like  it  at  ail.  and  their  cries 
soon  bring  out  mother  and  put  an  end  to  the 
race.

They  are 
Interior  or  Shuswap  « named  after  the  like  near 
here)  Indian*.  They  are  very  tali,  and  many 
still  wear  the  hair  in  two  long  pigtails  at  the 
back.  They  all  ride  horses,  and  wear  what  art 
railed  ten-gallon  cowboy  hat*  and  bright  red 
scarve*. 

Back  over  the  river  we  went  and  started  up 
the  North  Thompson  Valley  Wa  picked  up  a 
lot  of  strawberries  In  crate*  at  Clearwater 
They  grow  fine  berries  here,  and  there  are 
some  Saanlch  people  here  now  The  berries 
ripen  later,  and  they  are  In  Edmonton  nearly 
two  days  quicker  than  our  Keatings  fruit. 

The  first  divisional  point  Is  Blue  River.  It  Is 
Just  a  little  clearing  In  the  bush,  and  there  are 
lots  of  logging  camps  near  here  There  Is  a 
lovely  waterfall  Just  north,  and  the  train  stop* 
for  ten  minutes  to  allow  tourist*  to  take 
photos.

WE  passed  Mount  Rob  son,  and  found  the 
top  all  covered  with  clouds.  Presently 
we  saw  snother  railroad  running  the  same  way 
as  ours  and  this  turned  out  to  be  the  old  Orand 
Trunk  line  coming  from  Prince  Rupert  It 
joined  our  line  at  Red  Pass  station.  Up  on  the

The  station  Is  named  after  this 
At  10  o'clock  at  night  we  reached  Jasper 
Park  station.

Many  people  got  off  the  train  to  go 
t »  the  hotel  six  miles  away  to  play  golf  and 
injoy  other  amusements  The  station  house

It  brings 
hsh  from  the  Pacific  and  they  go  right  through 
a*  far  a*  New  York.  The-  express  men  have 
lo  put  fresh  ice  In  the  boxes  every  few  hour*. 

Your  uncle  ha*  often  wondered  where  the 
waiters  and  stewards  sleep  on  the  trains,  and 
he  found  out  here.  After  dinner  the  tablea  are 
taken  down,  and  the  men  bring  out  mattresses 
from  the  cub  boards  and  spread  their  beds  on 
the  rioor  of  the  dining-car  and  go  to  sleep. 

We  got  to  Edmonton,  which  Is  the  capital  of 
Alberta,  and  has  a  population  of  about  SO .000 
people.  It  was  a  dull  morning  and  started  to 
rain  before  we  left.  There  are  big  coal  mines 
near  here,  and  they  are  eesv  to  mm*,  as  the 
coal  is  right  under  a  few  Inches  of  soil.

COMMUTATORS  have  been  at  wo;k  and 
write"  that  moulting  hens  coat  two 
million  dollar*  a  year  A  sweeping 
statement,  you  Hunk?  Well,  think  again  and 
think  a  MUe  desper  The  moulting  period 
lasts  rrom  four  to  eight  week*,  and  during  that 
time  there  Is  almost  complete  cessation  of 
egg"  That,  in  Iteelf.  is  one  enormous  cost  to 
poultry-keepers,  but  when.  In  addition,  you  pile 
on  the  charges  which  have  to  be  made  for 
feeding  ar.d  labor  during  this  time.  It  should 
not  be  difficult  to  understand  that  our  figure 
ib  possibly  an  underestimate  of  the  loss  to  the 
poultry  industry  tn  general  It  is  understood, 
of  course,  that  we  are  speaking  of  the  Domin- 
ion of  Cr.nada. 

It  elands  to  reason  then  that  we  do  not 
want  to  ke?p  more  birds  than  necessary 
through  the  moulting  period  1  Dud"  hens  and 
cockerels  which  are  not  much  good  in  ordi- 
nary times  certainly  will  not  pay  for  carrying 
through  the  moult  and  they  will  sell  better 
now  than  later  Therefore  our  advice  is  to  go 
through  the  whole  cf  your  stock  once  again 
end  get  rid  of  all  but  the  very  best. 

This  Year's  Areata* 

^UT  must  go  all  1930  breeders  aave  those 
you  know  will  do  for  another  year.  You 
will  know  the  wasters  by  the  fact  that  they 
moult  extra  early  or  show  any  of  the  "no- 
good-  signs  «n  so  often  enumerate  on  this 
page.  The  bird,  lor  Instance,  who  spends  most 
of  her  time  on  the  perch  U  a  "dud'-probably 
suffering  from  dropsy— and  out  she  must  go. 

Then,  there  are  last  year's  <1W9»  pullet* 
You  will  keep  the  majority  of  these  for  1931 
breeders,  but.  here  again,  you  will  retain  none 
but  the  best  You  will  know  the  good  layerB 
by  their  bedraggled  appearance-caused  by 
weather,  work  and  laying,  worn  leathers,  and 
the  bright  appearance  of  comb  and  wattles  and 
l»ale-colored  legs.  What  we  have  said  so  far 
can  only  give  you  a  rough  idea  of  your  birds. 
To  get  a  more  certain  knowledge  you  must 
hsndle  them  Balance  In  the  hand  Is  the 
first  thing  The  cull  will  appear  quite  awkward 
and  lopsided  and  probably  heavy  and  overfat 
at  the  abdomen  The  breast-bone  will  be  fully 
rounded,  the  pelvic  bones  three-eights  of  an 
inch  or  more  thick  and  no  more  than  three 
fingers  apart.  The  face  puffy,  with  thick 
and  heavy  eyebrows  The  legs  will  be  rounder 
and  i In  the  yellow  birds*  not  quite  pale  and 
bleached  out  as  a  layer  has  them.  The  skin 
between  the  feet  Is  harsh  Ilk?  that  of  an  old 
lowl  and  the  toe-nails  are  long.  The  thigh 
leathering  Is  harsh  and  wooly.  not  the  fine 
soft  and  silky  down  of  the  layer,  while  the 
excessive  broody  will  be  told  by  the  fact  that 
the  breast  will  be  almost  denuded  of 
feathers. 

The  vent  will  be  small,  hard,  dry,  shrunken 
and  wrinkled  In  comparison  with  the  good 
producer  The  tall  will  be  In  good  feathers; 
quite  a  picture  when  compared  with  the  half- 
gone.  dirty  appendage  of  the  record-maker. 
The  head  ofrers  excellent  advice.  That  of  the 
dud  Is  fat-lined,  wrinkled,  oval,  narrow  and 
dull-eyed,  with  smallish  comb  and  wattles  of 
no  striking  blood -red  color.  The  beak  is  long. 
The  wattles,  Inrteod  of  bending  in  and  almo't 
touching  one  another,  are  straight  and  thick. 
The  comb  la  coarse. 

The  Good  Pullet's  Points 
a  BRIEF  idea  of  the  good  pull-t's  points 
l\  will  help.  Her  legs  are  pal*,  flat,  fine- 
scaled  and  are  held  far  apart.  The  thigh 
leathering  Is  sparse,  tight  and  silky,  like  that 
of  the  abdomen,  which  latter  is  big  but  pliable, 
so  that  the  gizzard  may  be  felt.  The  back  Is 
specially  Ions  and  wide,  at  the  same  time,  and 
the  feathers  nrs  extraordinarily  close  knit,  as 
are  those  on  the  neck.  The  face  la  dish- 
shaped,  hollow,  big.  full,  and  bright-eyed,  and 
the  beak  short,  stout  and  pale.  The  distance 
from  pelvic*  to  abdomen  Is  a  good  rive  fingers 
and  the  pelvlcs  are  no  more  trun  m«-r^ht- 
Inch  thick. 

Remember  to  take  all  these  points  collec- 
tively, not  relying  upon  any  one  as  certain, 
and  taking  full  regard  to  circumstance  which 
would  alter  the  sign  adversely,  such  as  broodl- 
n=sf.  weather  setbacks.  Illness,  change  of  fe^" 
Ing  or  moved  house  or  position. 

Having  got  rid  of  the  birds  which  we  do  not 
want  to  moult,  let  us  eee  how  we  can  most 
profitably  manage  the  others.  We  have  four 
main  objects  In  view:  <1>  to  curtail  the  period 
of  non-laying;  <2>  to  encourage  an  early  moult, 
so  that  our  fowls  are  In  lay  again  as  early  as 
possible;  <3>  to  maintain  perfect  health 
throughout  the  moult;  and.  <4»  to  quicken  up 
egg-laying  when  the  fowl  Is  reclothed,  and 
this  Is  how  we  attain  those  objects  We  assist 
I  he  moult,  first  of  all.  by  helping  on  the 
leather-shedding,  which  is  done  by:  <1>  con- 
lining  the  birds  to  a  warm  but  well-ventilated 
shed;  (|)  feeding  added  greenstufr.  and  (3) 
tutting  down  easily -digested  egg-stlmulant 
food.  We  must  elr'oornte  on  this  last  point. 
Many  folk  make  the  mistake  of  cutting  down 
the  quantity  of  food  and  half-starving  the 
blrda  This  Is  wrong.  The  proper  method 
Is  to  withhold  all  easily -digested  mashes,  giv- 
ing only  a  grain  mixture.  A  course  of  Epsom 
salt*  is  also  given  to  aid  In  f?ather -loosening 
Make  up  a  stock  solution  of  four  ounce*  to  the 
pint  of  warm  water  and  of  this  give  one 
d:ssert  spoonful  lo  each  pint  of  drinking 
water  every  other  day  for  ten  days  at  least.

pi umaglng    So  we  give  the  two  mash  formulae 

lor  use  wet  or  dry. 

The  rapid-feathering  dry  mash  Is:  3  part* 
«by  weight »  of  middlings.  2'>  of  broadest  bran. 
2  of  maize  meal  « yellow  I,  1  each  of  ground 
oat*  and  meat -and- bone  meal,  and  a  half 
each  of  pea  or  bean  meal  and  unex  traded  Un- 
seed meal.  The  best  grain  mixture  for  use 
in  either  of  these  mashes  is  two  parU  each  of 
wheat  and  heavy  oats  and  one  of  kibbled 
maize.  During  hot  weather  one  teaspoonful 
of  flowers  of  sulphur  mixed  in  the  mash  for 
every  six  blrda  is  a  good  aid.  Where  dry  mash 
is  used  add  one  pound  of  sulphur  to  every 
forty-five  pounds  of  dry  mash.  Also  give  one 
teaspoonful  of  tincture  of  iodine  to  each  pint 
of  drinking  water.  Carry  on  like  this  until 
the  birds  are  fully  clothed,  which  you  can  tell 
by  examining  the  wing  and  tall,  winch  are 
the  last  to  feather.  When  you  see  a  wing  all 
fully-grown  feathers  and  making  a  perfect 
curve  then  you  can  start  with  the  encourage- 
ment of  after-moulting  eggproducUon.  the 
particulars  of  which  we  will  deal  with  later 
on. 

A  Fete  Pars  About  Tails 

EVERY  part  of  a  fowls  body  is  capable  In 
one  way  or  another  of  telling  us  some- 
thing about  that  particular  bird.  We  can 
either  learn  the  blrda  state  of  health  or 
whether  she  Is  laying  or  not.  We  can  learn 
a  good  deal  about  her  age  and  no  small 
amount  about  her  qualifications— whether,  for 
instance,  she  has  been  a  poor  layer  or  whether 
she  Is  a  good  layer  or  not.  etc.  And  the  tail, 
no  less  than  other  points,  has  a  lot  to  tell  us. 

At  the  present  moment,  for  instance,  when 
moults  of  all  sorts  are  about,  we  may  find  a 
bird  growing  a  new  tail,  thus  telling  us  that 
she  has  not  gone  into  a  moult  but  has  very 
nearly  finished  it.  Unreasonable,  of  course, 
and  we  have  got  to  find  the  reason. 

The  possibilities  are.  ill  sudden  heat  and 
confinement  in  a  stuffy,  ill- ventilated.  Inten- 
sive house;  <2>  hatching  and  rearing  chicks, 
especially  when  housed  In  a  sun -scorched  rear- 
ing coop;  (3»  an  uncommonly  bad  layer  which 
began  to  moult  early  In  June. 

We  must  find  out  If  such  a  bird  Is  worth 
keeping.  This  Is  done  by  handling  and  apply- 
ing th»  tests  which  we  advise  from  time  ta 
time.  In  this  case  these  which  apply  par- 
ticularly are:  Large,  open,  round,  bright  eyes; 
line  quality  wattles,  short  beak,  thin  pelvic 
bones,  flat  legs,  having  small  scales  placed 
well  apart:  docility  and  keenness.  We  cannot 
apply  such  tests  as  close-feathering,  no 
abdominal  distances,  a*  she  is  probably  out  of 
lay. 

The  Valuable  Producers 

O"  N  the  other  hand,  the  bird  which  at  this 
time  of  year  has  a  dirty,  dowdy,  or 
broken  tail,  when  combined  with  flaming  red 
comb  and  wattles,  is  a  valuable  prcducrr.  It 
has  become  weather  and  work-worn  In  Its  ef- 
fort to  provide  Itself  with  all  It  can  In  the 
way  of  foods  for  Its  eggs.  You  will  find  such 
birds  have  pale,  flat  legs,  pale  beak,  vent  and 
eye-rlne.  They  are  wonderfully  docile  and 
tame  and  yet  keen  and  eager,  always  ferreting 
about  for  "grub."  Their  abdominal  capacity. 
1  e .  rrom  end  of  breast-bone  to  pelvlcs,  is  five 
lingers  or  more.  Their  pelvic  bones  are  spaced 
well  apart  and  very  thin  and  pliable.  The 
abdomen  Is  big  and  responsive,  soft  to  tha 
touch. 

To  see  an  otherwise  promising  cockrrel  or 
pullet  carrying  Its  tall  crooked  is  not  a  pretty 
sight.  You  can  wry-tail  In  this  way:  Take  a 
sharp  pair  of  scissors  and  snip  out  a  small 
piece  of  skin  from  the  "pope's  nose"  on  the  op- 
posite side  from  which  the  bird  bends  Its  tall. 
The  pine?  begins  to  heal  almost  at  on?e  and 
then  contracts.  To  ease  the  slight  discomfort 
thus  caused  the  bird  will  usually  carry  Its  tail 
more  and  more  on  the  desired  side  and  a 
"cure"  Is  thus  effected  in  no  time. 

Not  only  In  ordinary  fowls  but  In  ducks  also 
we  can  learn  a  lot  from  the  tall.  Early  In  lite  It 
gives  us  an  Indication  of  the  sex  of  the  birds, 
the  ducks  having  a  perfectly  straight-forward 
tall,  the  drakes  a  couple  of  curly  feathers  on 
the  top. 

Later  on.  we  can  get  a  very  good  Idea  a* 
to  whether  our  birds  are  laying  or  not  by  the 
same  appendage.  A  duck  which,  when  swim- 
ming, carries  her  tail  straight  with  the  water 
la  In  full  lay.  She  that  sticks  her  tall  up  In 
the  air  Is  temporarily  out  of  production. 


Probe  on  dreaming 
Power  of  Mill: 

Urged 

BECAUSE  the  housewife  has  long  accepted 
the  depth  of  the  cream  layer  on  the  milk 
bottle  as  an  indication  of  the  quality  of  the 
milk,  dairymen  »re  directing  considerable  at- 
tention to  the  factors  that  affect  the  amount 
of  cream  J  C.  Arquardt.  New  York  Slate 
specialist,  has  been  studying  the  mtlucn  e  of 
the  breed  of  dairy  cow  upon  the  creaming 
ability  of  the  milk.  His  experiments  show  that 
for  each  per  cent  of  fat  In  the  milk  there  will 
be  four  per  cent  of  cream  volume  on  the  milk 
bottle,  regardless  of  the  breed  of  cow.  This 
was  determined  by  measuring  the  cream  layers 
forming  on  milk  In  cylinders  after  the  milk 
had  remained  in  ice  water  for  eighteen  hours. 

"Our  experiments  showed  that  sickness  In- 
fluenced the  creaming  powers  of  milk  from  in- 
dividual cows,  and  that  sick  cows  generally 
produced  milk  with  abnormally  deep  cream 
layers."  said  Mr  Arquardt.  "Also  certain  cows 
gave  uniform  cream  layers  on  their  milk  from 
clay  to  day,  while  other  cows  varied  widely  in 
this  respect.  The  season  and  the  age  of  the 
cow  do  not  seem  to  Influence  the  creaming 
power  of  milk  " 


If  Your  Raspberries 
l)i»  Not  Redden 


Hints  About  Rabbits 


THIS  is  the  time  of  year  when  young  rab- 
bits are  bought  with  the  Idea  of  winning 
In  shows  later  on.  And  the  great  mistake  is 
made,  that  of  paying  as  little  as  possible  for 
them.  No  one  wants  to  pay  exorbitant  prices, 
but  the  only  nay  to  be  sure  of  buying  likely 
winners  is  to  pay  the  price  asked  by  the 
established  rabbit -breeder  with  a  reputation 
to  be  kept  and  not  the  cut  price  of  th-  un- 
known money-maker. 

Special  attention  must  be  given  to  young 
rabbits  while  tn  their  Ant  moult,  which  will 
be  starting  in  many  rabbitrie*  Just  now  Wfth 
proper  feeding  and  comfortable  bedding  the 
majority  of  youngsters  will  go  through  it  nor- 
mally If,  however,  the  moult  Is  extended., 
worm  mashes  containing  a  little  linseed  will 
hslp  out  the  old  coat  and  help  on  the  new 

This  is  the  "close"  reason  for  the  disposal 
of  rabbit  pelt*,  but  even  so,  you  may  have 
some  Chinchillas  or  other  rabbits,  which,  com- 
ing into  good  coat,  will  be  ready  for  pelting 
very  soon.  Unless  wanted  for  breeding.  the*e 
rabbit*  should  be  killed  when  she  coat  la  right 
and  the  pelts  stored  until  the  fur  season  open* 
again.  If  kept  on  these  rabbits  will  simply 
eat  away  your  profit*.

SOME  "breeds"  of  raspberries,  although  cul- 
tivated and  grown  in  precisely  the  same 
way  as  others,  do  not  produce  red  fruits;  even 
when  quite  ripe  they  are  only  a  rather  pale 
yellow  In  color.  For  some  reason  or  other 
they  are  not  popular,  despite  the  fact  that 
the  best  of  the  yellow  raspberries  have  a  far 
better  and  finer  flavor  than  the  reds. 

How  arc  we  to  make  them  sell,  then?  Well, 
last  season  we  saw  several  very  attract  Ive- 
looklng  packages  that  made  a  great  hit  In 
seme  markets.  These  were  one  pound  punnets 
neatly  lined  with  white  tissue  paper  and  filled 
with  a  mixture  of  red  and  yellow  raspberries. 

Seme  little  extra  care  Is  needed  when  pack- 
ing the  mixed  punnets,  but  the  trouble  and 
time  bestowed  upon  them  la  well  repaid  In  the 
fancy  prices  to  be  got  for  them.  We  are  not 
saying  that  any  grower  Is  going  to  make  a 
fortune  by  packing  this  way.  nor  that  they 
would  go  well  In  every  market,  but  in  most 
local  markets,  at  the  seaside,  and  If  offered 
to  hotels,  etc .  where  the  grower  has  worked 
up  a  connection,  these  fancy  lots  go  well  Try 
it  out  and  see 


Ecotwmie  Surrey  to  Re 
Made  in  Apple 
Industry 

THE  Agricultural  Economics  Branch  of  the 
Department  of  Agriculture  at  Ottawa,  co- 
cperatlng  with  the  Nova  Scotia  Department  of 
Agriculture,  has  undertaken  an  economic  sur- 
vey of  the  production  of  apples  In  the  Annapo- 
lis Valley.  Arrangements  for  this  study  were 
made  last  January,  after  r-presentatlona  had 
been  made  to  the  department  at  Ottawa  by 
Irult  growers'  associations  In  various  parts  of 
the  Dominion. 

Following  the  survey  of  Nova  Scotia,  the 
provinces  of  New  Brunswick.  Quebec.  Ontario 
and  British  Columbia  wlU  be  visited  Plana 
are  also  under  way  for  studying  the  d.sp3$al 
of  apples  In  central  markets. 


Hours  Your  Celery  Noiv? 

A LITTLE  core  this  month  makes  all  the 
difference  between  a  mediocre  celery  crop 
and  a  good  one.  as  you  have  realized  If  you 
have  grown  celery  for  any  length  of  time.  You 
see.  the  plants  are  not  long  tn  their  permanent 
quarters;  they  lisve  lots  of  rich  soil  round 
their  roots,  but  In  hot  weather  they  may  be 
lazy  fellows  and  not  grow  as  tney  ought.  What 
you  have  to  do  la  to  see  that  the  ground  is 
kept  nicely  moist  • 

Celery  is  a  waterside  plant  In  Its  natural 
habitat  and  It  loves  even  more  water  than 
most  others.  Flood  the  trench  at  odd  tlm;s,  or 
ahould  you  be  growing  plants  on  the  flat,  give 
each  half  a  pint  of  water.  A  little  "something" 
In  it  say,  half  ounce  nitrate  of  scda  or  a  pint 
of  liquid  manure  per  gallon  gives  the 
plante  a  sUmulant  at  same  time  If  they 
need  It. 

When  you  go  along  the  lines  of  plants  with 
the  hoe  occasionally,  pinch  between  finger  and 
thumb  any  blusters  (which  contain  leaf -min- 
ing maggot*  you  notice.  Also  take  out  your 
knife  and  carefully  remove  any  offsets  on 
plants. 


Better  Fruit  Paehi 
Is  Urged 

THE  packing  of  apples  In  boxes  to  a  far 
greater  extent  than  has  been  the  custom 
in  the  past  and  the  nccearlty  of  putting  fruit 
cn  the  export  and  domestic  markets  in  good 
condition,  wos  stressed  by  President  F.  W. 
Bishop  at  the  eighteenth  annual  meeting  of 
the  United  Fruit  Companies  of  Nova  Scotia. 
He  was  convinced,  ho  said,  that  some  radical 
changes  In  methods  of  apple  producers  had 
been  long  overdue. 

-If  we  are  favored  with  a  good  crop."  he 
said,  "let  us  make  a  real  effort  to  create  a  de- 
mand for  our  fruit  by  giving  the  buyer  a  well- 
grown  and  properly-packed  product  placed  on 
the  market  In  attractive  containers  and  In 
prime  condition.** 

For  the  fourteenth  successive  year.  President 
Hi:  hop  was  re-elected  head  of  the  largest  apple 
growers'  co-operative  organization  In  Canada. 


Why  Lettuces  Bolt 

DRY  weather  causes  lettuce  to  run  readily 
to  seed,  but  you  can  counteract  the  evil 
effect  of  such  droughts  by  keeping  the  hose  or 
the  watering  can  in  constant  use  by  mulching 
the  soil  alongside  with  lawn  mowings,  or 
when  preparing  the  ground  by  digging  In 
much  manure  or  soft  vegetable  rubbish.  Moat 
of  you  folks  cannot  get  the  amount  of  manure 
required  to  put  things  right  Your  plan  is  to 
dissolve  half  ounce  of  nitrate  of  soda  or  salt- 
petre In  every  gallon  of  water  and  water  your 
leauce  with  this  every  second  night  or  so. 

Bad  seed  Is  in  some  seasons  a  potent  cause 
of  failures.  Naturally  enough,  you  can  do 
nothing  to  remedy  that  once  the  seed  Is  sown, 
but  remember  never  again  to  buy  trashy  stuff. 
With  lettuces  you  are  planting  out  now.  the 
best  plan  to  prevent  bolting  Is  to  pay  a  little 
mere  attention  than  usual  to  the  preparation 
of  the  bed-thus: 

Skim  off  the  soil  from  a  plot  to  the  depth 
of  four  Indies  and  scatter  sodden  manure  over 
the  bed.  IX  manure  Is  not  available,  use  soft 
vegetable  rubbish  like  cabbage  leoves,  soft 
weeds,  soft  prunlngs  and  so  on,  trampling 
down  firmly. 

Replace  the  soil  and  tread  the  whole  lot 
firm,  rake  level  and  then  water  it  well  until 
the  aoU  is  soaked  right  do™  to  the  manuria! 
matter,  Transplant  seedling  lettuces  Into 
this  prepared  bed.  and  if  the  weather  con- 
tinues dry.  water  them  till  they  "take"  nicely. 


Summer  Work  in  the  Garden 


CARE  of  the  growing  flowers  and  vege- 
tables will  take  precedence  In  the  gar- 
den from  now  on  In  the  flower  gar- 
den the  sprayer  should  be  handy  to  use  in  case 
of  an  attack  by  bugs  or  fungus  and  the  culti- 
vator should  be  kept  going,  using  a  small, 
sliort-handled  rake-like  affair  among  the 
growing  plants  Annual  seedlings  must  be 
thinned  to  the  proper  distance,  which  Is  gen- 
erally about  half  the  mature  height  Fading 
tulip*  and  other  early  flowers  should  be  hidden 
by  growing  annuals,  or  if  the  leaves  have 
browned  up  they  may  be  cut  down.  Seed  pod* 
should  be  removed  from  all  flowers  so  that  the 
energy  can  be  turned  into  something  mere 
ujefuL 

Among  the  vegetables,  beets,  carrot*,  par- 
snips, and  so  on.  ahould  be  thinned  at  once. 
With  beets  and  spinach  It  will  only  be  necss- 
**ry  to  thin  to  about  an  Inch  apart  at  first, 
using  later  thinnings  Tor  the  table.  Take  out 
every  other  plant  at  each  harvest  time  until 
the  whole  plot  Is  finished.  Carrot*  need  to  be 
an  inch  and  a  half  apart  the  first  time  and 
half  of  the  remainlna;  plant*  taken  out  In  a 
few  weeks  for  the  first  meal.  Beans  and  peas 
require  from  two  to  four  inches  each  way. 
Keep  all  weeds  removed,  of  course,  but  use  the 
culU valor  frequently  whether  there  are  weeds 
oi  not. 

Many  of  our  taller  flower*  are  Inclined  to 
grow  weak  and  spindly  unless  they  are  pinched 
tack  during  their  early  stages.  This  casual 
pruning  result*  In  sturdy,  wind  and  rain  re- 
sisting plant*  and  more  symmetrical  shape, 
larger  and  earlier  blooms  in  *om-  cases  there 
will  be  no  aide  growth  al  ah  unless  the  main 
U  pinched  back. 


The  Garden  Week  by  Week 
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get  some  attention  as  It  is  almost  essential  that 
they  be  watered  every  day.  or  at  the  outside 
three  times  a  week.  The  lawn  must  be  mowed 
closely  before  leaving  and  given  a  thorough 
soaking  with  the  hoae.  Two  days  before  going 
away  water  the  garden,  vegetables  and  flower*, 
and  In  doing  this  give  a  thorough  soaking  with 
the  nozzle  off  rather  than  a  sprinkle  which  is 
of  very  questionable  value  at  any  time.  Then 
the  next  evening  get  out  the  hoe  and  other  In- 
struments of  cultivation  and  go  over  the  whole 
garden  so  as  to  leave  It  well  cultivated,  which 
will  prevent  evaporation  and  baking. 

All  bloom  In  the  flower  garden  must  be 
rigorously  removed  Net  only  should  the  flow- 
ers be  removed,  but  any  buds  which  will  open 
before  one  gets  back  should  also  be  nipped  off. 
The  flowers  cut  at  thl*  time  can  often  be  ex- 
changed with  seme  body  for  lawn  cutting  and 
watering  service*.  If  possible  mulch  the  flower 
and  vegetable  garden  with  the  special  paper 
row  sold  and  recommended  by  all  leading  seed 
houses,  or  grass  dippings  or  chrpped  up  weeds, 
which  will  also  help  to  conserve  moisture.  The 
window  box  will  come  through  the  siege  better 
If  tak-n  down  and  placed  out  In  the  open 
where  It  wllJ  have  a  better  chance  of  receiving 
r  ny  rain  that  may  fall,  and  this  also  applies  to 
the  window  pot*.  Cut  the  flowers  well  back  tn 
the  window  boxes  and  mulch  also.  If  there  are 
borders  of  aly&sum  and  similar  edging  plant*, 
trim  off  all  bloom  on  these  with  a  pair  of 
sheers  and  they  will  be  ready  to  come  out 
just 


WHILE  the  Fall  planting  season  silll 
seem*  to  be  a  long  way  r.ff  much 
useful  work  may  be  done  in  the 
flower  garden  now.  Watch  your  climbing 
rose*  and  train  In  all  the  new  growths  that 
come  from  the  bottom.  These  ahould  be 
pruned  a*  soon  a*  the  flowering  season  1*  over. 
Thl*  pruning  of  cLmbing  rosea  doe*  not  seem 
to  be  a*  well  understood  as  it  should  be  AH 
the  new  growUi  *hould  be  left  and  only  the 
old  growth  cut  out.  If  there  U  not  enough 
new  growth  to  cover  the  desired  apace,  then 
some  of  the  old  shoct*  must  be  Ml  They  will 
all  bloom  next  year,  but  the  younger  growth, 
as  a  rule,  tarries  the  most  flowers. 

Any  narcissi  and  daffodil*  that  are  to  be  re- 
planted ahould  be  lifted  now.  If  they  are  left 
in  the  ground  much  longer  they  will  start 
growth.  The  bulb*  ahould  be  cleaned  and 
stored  for  a  month  and  theu  replanted.  The 
earlier  daffodil*  are  planted  after  the  first  of 
August  the  belter  will  be  the  bloom  next 
Spring. 

Cut  back  some  of  the  violas  so  as  to  induce 
new  growth  from  the  base  This  will  give  a 
late  blooming  of  flowers  as  well  as  provide 
growth  suitable  for  cuttings  which  can  be 
struck  in  a  cold  frame  In  sandy  toil. 

Many  perennials  will  now  be  forming  seed 
The  seed  pods  should  be  removed  to  as  to 
throw  the  strength  into  the  plant  itself.  Thoae 
that  have  been  In  the  border  for  two  years  or 
more  ahould  be  marked  for  dividing  later  on. 

/  lower*  Should  Be  Picked 

SWEET  pea*  should  be  kept  well  picked  If 
one  wants  to  have  a  continuance  ot  flow- 
ering late  on  In  the  8ummer.  If  they  ore  get- 
ting too  straggling,  a  good  way  l*  to  cut  them 
down  to  within  two  feet  of  the  ground,  when. 
If  they  are  well  watered,  a  new  crop  will  be 
the  result.  The  stems  will  not  be  so  long  as 
the  earlier  crop,  but  still  a  wealth  of  bloom 
will  be  obtained  and  will  be  found  moft  use- 
ful for  house  decoration. 

The  pruning  of  certain  rhrubs  should  be 
taken  In  hand  at  thl*  time.  The  azaleas,  ber- 
berls.  ctstus.  brooms  of  all  kinds.  Crataegus 
♦  thorns  and  mays;,  cydonla  «Pyrus  Japonlca). 
deutzla.  forsyUiia.  honeysuckle,  kerrla.  lilac 
i  lilac*  should  have  their  faded  blooms  cut 


When  the  Strawberries 
Are  Over 

YOU  probably  noticed  when  gathering  the 
strawberries  that  there  was  a  great  deal 
of  variation  among  the  plants.  Seme  plants, 
for  instance,  carried  far  more  and  better  fruit 
than  others;  some,  indeed,  bore  no  fruit  at  all. 
If  you  had  looked  cloze  at  the  plants  you 
would  have  found  quite  appreciable  differ- 
ences In  growth  and  gensral  habit.  Seme 
plants  produce  a  lot  cf  vigorous  runners, 
whilst  ethers  have  only  a  lew  runners  and 
those  on  the  weakly  side. 

It  is  not  enough  to  buy  plants  of  a  good 
variety,  for  strain  counts  equally  as  much  as 
variety.  For  instance.  Royal  Sovereign.  If  you 
get  a  good  strain  of  II.  Is  still  one  of  the  best 
early  main  crop  atrawberrlea  In  existence.  Yet 
we  have  seen  strains  of  it  which  were  not 
worth  garden  room.  You  must  be  particularly 
careful  gg  to  what  are  frequently  called  ••wild" 
plants;  we  mean  plants  that,  whilst  bearing 
few  and  posr  fruits,  make  a  lot  of  healthy 
runners.  These  two  seta  of  qualities  not  in- 
frequently go  together.  If  you  adopt  the 
common  practice  of  letting  the  runners  root 
naturally  and  come  along,  say.  in  a  months 
time  and  pick  out  the  most  likely -looking 
runners,  you  are  bound  to  be  In  trouble  next 
year.  You  are.  in  fact,  running  the  danger  of 
working  up  your  stock  from  these  wild  plants. 

The  only  safe  way  la  to  hoe  out  forthwith 
whilst  you  can  distinguish  them  all  the 
wastrel*.  Never  mind  If  It  leave*  the  bed  a 
little  gappy;  better  to  have  gaps  than  wUd 
plants  There  Is,  however,  no  need  to  have 
even  Baps,  for  stout  young  runners  can  be 
filled  rnto  the  vacant  spaces  during  the  Utter 
part  of  August.

Liquid  Fertilizers 


'HEN  first  you  begin  to  use 
fertilizers  in  the  garden  and  wish  to 
use  then  In  the  least  wasteful  manner,  you 
naturally  turn  them  into  liquid  form  by  dis- 
solving them  in  water.  How  much  you  dls- 
ailve  in  each  gallon  of  water  depend*,  of 
eours*.  cn  the  fertlizer  you  are  using  If  you 
buy  fertilizers  in  tin*.  It  will  tell  you  on  the 
tin  at  w  hat  strength. 

Rather  use  them  at  weaker  strength  and 
apply  often  than  think  to  save  labor  by  glvlne 
the  liquid  strong  and  lew  frequently  The 
latter  method  generally  leads  to  trouble,  for 
you  can  kill  a  plant-even  the  hardiest  of 
herbaceous  perennial*— by  over  doaing  It  with 
chemical  feed*.  But  the  greatest  trouble 
comes  about  through  the  difficulty  In  dissolv- 
ing the  chemical  in  the  wster.  If  you  first 
cast  a  couple  of  ounces,  or  whatever  quantity 
It  may  be,  into  a  bucket  or  csn  of  water  and 
swish  It  s  round,  the  chemical  will  float  it  will 
not  sttempt  to  dissolve  Mix  the  chemical 
first  in  a  very  small  quantity  of  water  in  a 
small  tin  or  an  old  cup.  and  when  It  really  ha* 
dissolved,  pour  the  lot  into  your  bucket  or  can. 
it  the  right  strength  before  it  Is 
on  to  the  damp  seal- 
Do  not  water  plant*  with  liquid  fertilizer 
the  soil  is  dry.  The  root*  may  be  bad'y 
If  you  do.  end  if  you  use  tl 
In  s  dry  state  soak  the  around  with 
water.  Then  hoe  the  fertiliser  In  or  follow  it 
with  another  good  watering— unless  it  should 
happen  to  rain  Immediately  before  and  after 
the  applies tirn  Chemlrel  fertilizer*  cannot 
be  used  up  by  plants  In  a  dry  state,  as.  for  ln- 
alance.  when  they  are  hoed  Into  dry 
They  will  remain  idle  in  the  toil  unt 
plenteous  fail  of  rain  eornes  and  then  It 
be  too  late  in  the  year  for  them  to  do  any 
good  at  all 


clean  off  at  soon  alter  filtering  as 
for  nothing  helps  this  shrub  to  bloom  freely  so 
much  a*  this  practice*.  Phlladelphua  (mock 
orange  K  most  of  the  shrubbery'  splreas  and 
welgela  all  should  be  pruned  now. 

Young  climbers  should  be  trained,  nailed  or 
tied  as  they  extend,  and  any  that  ha\e  flow  en 
ahould  have  the  spent  blooms  removed. 

Speaking  of  climbers,  the  large-flowered 
clematis  ta  one  of  the  most  difficult  of  hardy 
plant*  to  grow  well,  the  mortslity  among  them 
being  a  very  cemmen  complaint,  so  much  so. 
indeed,  that  nurserymen  do  not  like  to  sell 
them,  as  they  are  so  often  a  failure. 

Whst  the  real  trouble  is.  no  one  seems  to 
know.  It  is  a  fact  that  most  of  these  plants 
sre  grafted,  snd  for  that  reason  should  be 
planted  deeply  and  the  ground  around  the 
roots  should  be  mulched  lo  produce  shade  and 
keep  the  roots  cool.  But  even  with  all  the 
care  imaginable,  a  Urge  percentage  die.

Treatment  of  I  Mies 
8  soon  as  the  Madonna  lilies  lisve  fsded. 
do  any  transplanting  or  dividing  that 
has  to  be  dene.  This  lily  rests  only  for  a  week 
or  ten  days  and  should  be  moved,  If  moved  It 
roust  be.  during  this  short  resting  period.  This 
lily,  if  doing  well,  thould  be  left  alone.  This 
la  the  secret  of  the  magnificent  specimens 
found  in  old  Bn;lish  cottage  gardens. 

While  on  the  subject  of  lilies  it  Is  well  to 
point  out  that  they  grow  well  In  a  soil  that 
suits  rhododendrons,  that  is.  leaf  mould  and 
peat  There  is  no  place  where  they  look  bet- 
ter, for  they  bloom  after  the  rhododendrons 
are  over  and  associate  well  with  the  deep 
green  foliage  of  the  rhododendrons,  while 
these  shade  the  ground  above  the  Illy  bulbs 
The  Regal  Illy,  which  is  now  so  popular,  will 
stand  rather  more  sun  than  the  Madonna,  but 
It  should  be  planted  at  least  ten  Inches  deep 
for  the  beat  result*,  as  it  make*  a  treat  quan- 
tity cf  stem  roots.  These  stem  roots  feed  the 
flowers  and  the  quantity  and  quality  of  the 
flowers  depend  upon  the  supply  of  these  sec- 
ondary or  stem  roots.  The  roots  at  the  base 
of  the  plant  feed  the  bulb  only. 

Take  It  all  round,  there  Is  plenty  to  do  In  the 
garden  these  days— at  least  as  much  as  one 
cares  to  undertake  in  hct  weather.
